downtown Milwaukee today you found the streets all torn up, and you 
were wondering what the heck was happening to this town. Well, Milwau- 
kee is just rebuilding and putting on a new face to its downtown area and 
in another year we will complete a reconstruction program. Of course 
when reconstruction goes on somebody is going to be inconvenienced but 
of course, not convention delegates. They always find their place. ’ 

We want to bid you a most hearty welcome to the city in behalf of 
the mayor who is out on his vacation. You know, convention delegates 
come to Milwaukee, and Milwaukee itself from coast to coast is more or 
less recognized as the beer capital of America, and do you know the mis- 
taken impression very often given to cities and states that are a little 
remote from Milwaukee is that the stuff -the beer, flows out of every 
faucet, and every kitchen sink in Milwaukee?

The Saturday morning business session of the American Numismatic 
Association convention held in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, at the Hotel 
Schroeder on August 26, 1950, was called to order by President Sheldon 
at 10:10 a.m. o’clock. M. Vernon Sheldon, Chicago, presided as follows: 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: The convention will come to order. This 
is the opening of the 59th convention of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion and a most welcome occasion it is. We will turn our meeting over to 
our ' Convention Committee, L. W. Culver, in charge of the Milwaukee 
Numismatic convention affairs. Mr. Culver! (Applause) 

L W CULVER (Milwaukee) : It is needless for me to give a welcom- 
ing address or anything of that kind. If we hadn’t wanted you, we 
wouldn’t have asked you. We want you to enjoy your five days in Mil- 
waukee to its fullest. I will be here all the time, day and night; you can 
talk to me privately. I will not make a speech; I am going to ask our 
good friend from Racine, Reverend Weiler to give the invocation at this 
time. Reverend Weiler! 

REVEREND WEILER: God, our Father, in humble submission to 
thy Supreme Majesty we invoke thy blessing upon our deliberations this 
day Bless our homes, bless all that are near and dear to us, bless the 
fathers and mothers of America, bless the youth of our land that walk in 
the way of thy commandments, that they may honor thee and our beloved 
country We know not what the future will bring; even now there is 
trouble in the offing. Rather dark clouds are appearing on the interna- 
tional horizon, but whatever the future may have in store for us, God, give 
us the courage and the determination to do our duty to thee and to our 
great country.

Another year in the Association’s history has passed. I hope you will have 
been pleased to read the Officers Reports as received when registering and to 
observe the year’s developments. 

It would be remiss to not pause and reflect in memory the several members 
who have passed from our ranks. Our thoughts dwell reverently upon the 
honored and venerable Farran Zerbe, the pleasant and personable Marie Boyer, 
numismatic John Zug, and the great copper numismatist, O. P. Eklund. These 
departed members contributed greatly to numismatics, to past conventions, 
and pleasant moments when reading the Numismatist. 

FINANCIAL: 

We have increased in fiscal strength by $4,304.72. Our Cash and Securities 
Assets are now $63,345.52 as will be evidenced by the Auditor’s Report. This 
gain should be most gratifying to the membership. The Executive Board has 
revised the handling of funds. Depository banks are now used by the General 
Secretary and Advertising Manager, one each in Wichita, Kansas, and Cedar 
Rapids Iowa. As deposits occur, duplicate slips are forwarded to the Treasurer. 
Only the Treasurer can withdraw funds from the depository banks. The 
Treasurer’s signature is now valid and he has control over all A.N.A. accounts; 
three of which are savings accounts as received in transfer from former 
Treasurer Mr. Blake; four are checking accounts of which two are the 
depository banks. This new setup centralizes and places the Treasurer alone 
in control of all A.N.A. accounts. It is a definite improvement in A.N.A. fiscal 
management and went into operation July 1, 1950. It is now recommended 
to adjust the surety bonds to conform with the diminished risks under the 
new depository setup. 

CLUB AND DISTRICT REPRESENTATIVES: 

The creating of a new organization of Representatives was a vast under- 
taking. This organization work was but partially completed. There are 106 
club and district representatives which is far short of having representatives 
in every club affiliate of the A.N.A. An outstanding and splendid record of 
devotion to an assignment was accomplished by Second Vice President, Leonel 
C. Panosh. The A.N.A. owes a great measure of gratitude to Mr. and Mrs. 
Panosh for having written many hundreds of letters, the issuance of bulletins 
and as we all note, the presentation to the convention of his fine report. Mrs. 
Panosh most ably assisted in the Latin language correspondence. I would urge 
that this foundation organization work be continued. It is believed that the 
best results of this program can be achieved by Representatives who have been 
at work in their area or club in a second year. It is hoped that a definite plan 
of distributing a monthly bulletin can be worked out. This program of issuing 
the bulletin to the representatives will serve as a medium for the exchange 
of ideas and also to provide representatives with pertinent information from 
the Executive Board and organization data that it is not desired to have 
published in the Numismatist. 

NUMISMATIST: 

The Numismatist magazine continues and is the most popular numismatic 
journal published. I believe that we would all concur that the magazine that 
we are now receiving is a credit to Stuart Mosher, our Editor; Burton H. 
Saxton, our Manager of Advertising; and the McCormick- Armstrong Company 
which has cooperated most generously with every idea that has been suggested 
to improve the format and delivery of the Numismatist. In all instances, the 
Numismatist is delivered into the mails on or about the first of the month. 
There have been some complaints about delivery which can only reflect on 
the postal department. Also there has been received some criticism of the 
cover of the Numismatist. This criticism is most welcome, we also seek sug- 
gestions of numismatic design for future Numismatist covers. The membership 
at large is invited to send suggestions to the Publications Committee regarding 
the Numismatist. The Publications Committee has rendered its report provid- 
ing a complete and comprehensive record of its work in an effort to find a 
publishing company to produce the Numismatist of equal quality and prompt 
delivery at a lower publication cost. Its recommendation to the Executive

Mr. First Vice President, I desire that you take the Chair and an- 
nounce the next order of business. 

FIRST VICE PRESIDENT MOSS: Members of the convention and 
guests: It is now my privilege to introduce the President formally who 
will make his annual report as President of our Association, and Chairman 
of the Executive Board, President Sheldon! 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you Col. Moss. It is indeed a pleasure 
to submit this report formally. 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 

Officers, members and guests of the American Numismatic Association, I 
welcome the honor and privilege of submitting a Presidential Report to this 
Convention covering the 1949-1950 fraternal year. 

This occasion of first meeting with the Milwaukee Numismatic Society is 
in response to their enduring desire and generosity to entertain us and make 
new friends. I sincerely hope that this, their first A.N.A. Convention, will be 
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expanded. The report offered to the Convention by this Committee is evidence 
of a rising demand for numismatic illustrations and lectures by the corporate 
clubs. It is my proposal that since this particular department of A.N.A. 
endeavor is of inestimable educational value and in broad demand that more 
funds be made available for color transparencies, actual films and that this 
Committee be increased and provided facilities to speed up the manufacture 
of illustrated lectures. All of the A.N.A. slides need to be reworked so as to 
place in one frame the obverse and reverse impressions. Considerable difficulty 
is now experienced with the slides becoming scrambled in use. There will 
need to be made up more tools to do this work. It may be necessary to actually 
employ and pay on a unit basis for having slides assembled with the obverse 
and reverse impressions in one frame. Mr. Smedley who has been Chairman 
of this activity and his Committee have presented the Convention a most 
comprehensive report. 

CURATOR: 

Mr. Stuart Mosher, our Editor, is working in the Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington, D. C. He has reported that to round out the A.N.A. collection 
there are needed various denominations of coins from several countries. Our 
Coin Purchases Committee has been provided a sum of $100.00 annually for 
many years to purchase new issues. This committee also acts as a receiving 
center for coins given to the Association. The Batterson Collection which was 
willed to the Association is now partly on loan display at the Joselyn Memorial 
Museum in Omaha, Nebraska. The A.N.A. also has in storage with the Librar- 
ian, General Secretary and Coin Purchases Committee other coins. The Execu- 
tive Board has voted that a new honorarium office be created as “Curator of 
the A.N.A." The duties of this office would be to coordinate and supervise all 
of the numismatic properties other than the Library that are owned by the 
A.N.A. This office would also have supervisory charge over coin purchases and 
should work closely with the visual education committee. As new issues of 
coins appear these could and should be used to make illustrations and lectures 
on the modern issues. 

NOMINATIONS: 

Of recent years there has been growing concern over members who accept 
nomination for A.N.A. offices without knowledge of the duties; the amount of 
time required; the remuneration or expense of the sought-after office. The 
requirements to successfully manage some of the A.N.A. offices are such that 
the membership body should have complete assurance that if elected the 
nominee could properly fulfill the duties of office. Some officers are required 
to be bonded. The assurance that a bond would be issued to cover each nominee 
should be forthcoming before a candidate is accepted as a bonafide nominee. 
It is therefore recommended that this Convention take under advisement and 
enact proper legislation and regulations to assure that every candidate for an 
A.N.A. office is worthy and qualified. Also provide such information as ability 
to furnish a bond and agreement to work for a certain remuneration or to 
perform his duties as an honorarium before being accepted as a nominee. The 
setup of such regulations may require changes in our By-Laws. I am urging 
that such regulations be set up as a means of properly safeguarding the prop- 
erties, rights, and benefits that belong to the membership body of the A.N.A. 

The electioneering of this year has been at a level that has caused members 
from coast to coast to appeal to the officers for information and for reasons 
thereof. We are all aware that the incumbent elected officers did prepare a 
message to the A.N.A. membership at large. The cost of which was nearly 
$400.00 and was paid for by the officers seeking reelection. It was also necessary 
to issue said letter as a means of protecting the dignity and good names of the 
incumbent officers. The pages of the Numismatist are for numismatic articles, 
hence the assault that was made in this year’s electioneering could only be 
answered by a medium outside of the Numismatist. 

I believe that this Convention should take recognition of what transpired 
and offer suggestions and, if possible, regulations that will control electioneer- 
ing practices within respectable levels, levels that add harmony and make for 
good fellowship and heighten the dignity of the A.N.A. 

SUGGESTIONS: 

Constructive criticism, as I’m sure we all know, is a demonstration of a 
measure of good health in any organization. The officers welcome constructive

Board was to continue with the McCormick-Armstrong Company for reasons 
of their experience, responsibility, liaison contact, plus their modern equipment, 
as being worth more than the small differential of the bids as submitted. The 
Executive Board concurred with the findings of the Publications Committee 
and voted that the Numismatist continue to be published by the McCormick- 
Armstrong Company in Wichita, Kansas. It is recommended to obtain bids 
biannually to publish the Numismatist so as to periodically be informed on 
competitive publishing costs. 

COMPLAINTS: 

With only one exception all complaints were financial. A six months 
suspension of membership was voted in one instance. All others were settled 
satisfactorily or withdrawal of charges occurred. Two complaints were received 
following suspensions for non-payment of dues. Of all the divisions of A.N.A. 
effort, the handling of pecuniary complaints are unwelcome. A study of this 
class of complaint reveals that either the buyer or vendor is attempting to 
practice selfish advantage. The A.N.A. if strictly conducting affairs according 
to Charter would sidestep all pecuniary complaints. However, every possible 
effort, ways and means are employed by the Executive Board to effect settle- 
ment Censure is employed in measured moderation and members are urged 
and cautioned to conduct their affairs within the brackets of good ethical 
business. 

The Executive Board is vested with proper police powers by our governing 
instrument, the By-Laws, and which have always been judiciously and pru- 
dently exercised. That these powers have to be employed is regrettable. Also, 
the Executive Board is likewise vested with the power of compromise and 
reinstatement which it can and will apply to the best interests of the American 
Numismatic Association. Any member or membership group desiring a change 
of the Association’s By-Laws has the privilege to prepare and present resolu- 
tions to the Convention. However, between conventions, all classes of members 
are duty bound, along with elected officers, to abide by and conform to the 
By-Laws. Your officers in this fraternal year have worked in complete unanim- 
ity and harmony for the A.N.A. Let no one believe otherwise, and any inter- 
pretation on A.N.A. management that does not conform with our adopted 
By-Laws is false. 

BY-LAWS: 

At the Springfield, Illinois, meeting the Executive Board agreed a By-Laws 
Committee be created to align the various articles and sections with the 
respective changes made at the most recent conventions. This Committee has 
submitted its report and is included among those of the Officers to this Con- 
vention. These changes and suggestions will go to the Resolutions Committee 
and be presented to this Convention fioor in due form. I express for the 
Executive Board sincere thanks to Messrs. Kortjohn, Schilke, and Stein for 
their sincerity of effort and considerate thoughts that they have given to us 
in their By-Laws Committee Report. 

PINE TREE SHILLING TERCENTENARY COMMITTEE: 

Following the adoption of Resolution 14 by the San Francisco Convention, 
a standing committee headed by Henry Schuhmacher of Boston was appointed 
to promote the issuance of a commemorative quarter to celebrate the 300th 
Anniversary of the Pine Tree Shilling in 1952. This Committee has performed 
outstanding work. Their splendid report is a result of proper directive effort 
on the part of its chairman and earnest committee cooperation. Being of 
Boston, Mr. Schuhmacher was a natural chairman so as to promote a Pine 
Tree Commemorative Quarter almost from the site of the shilling’s nativity 
when first made in 1652. This Committee has favored the Convention with its 
report of progress and I express the sentiment of everyone in appreciation for 
the sincerity and their signal purpose in which this Committee has directed 
its efforts to the point where bills are now pending in the Congress before the 
House of Representatives and the Senate. 

VISUAL EDUCATION: 

A letter directed to my office early last fall inquired what the A.N.A. was 
going to do to support its corporate affiliates. I replied that the answer is to 
provide more numismatic illustrations and lectures for corporate clubs. The 
work of the Edward T. Newell Visual Education Committee has rapidly

Cash in Banks, was verified by reconciling the bank accounts with the 
certificates of balances obtained by direct correspondence with the depositories. 

United States Government Savings Bonds were in possession of the treas- 
urer of the Association and were verified by certificate from the Assistant 
Manager, Auditing Division, of the Continental Illinois National Bank and 
Trust Company, Chicago, Illinois, as of June 30, 1950, verified on July 17, 1950. 

Deposit with the United States Post Office is for second class mail and the 
telephone deposit is a service deposit. 

Prepaid expenses for Directory and Catalog expenses were based on a 
charge of approximately one-third of the cost. 

The net worth of the Association shows a net increase of $4,304.72 during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1950. 

The records of the treasurer, general secretary and business manager were 
found to be in agreement. All vouchers were examined and all were properly 
authorized for payment. 

My examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards, and accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and 
such other auditing procedures as I considered necessary in the circumstances. 

In my opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and statements of income 
and expense, prepared on a modified “cash basis,’’ present fairly the financial 
position of the American Numismatic Association at June 30, 1950, and the 
results of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year.

REPORT OF THE SECOND VICE-PRESIDENT ON THE 
CLUB AND DISTRICT REPRESENTATIVE PROGRAM 

Any consideration of what has been accomplished with the club represent- 
ative program must of necessity bear in mind the fact that we started last 
August with neither district secretaries nor club representatives, that it was 
decided by the Executive Board to appoint as club representatives members 
who had not previously served as district secretaries, and finally, and perhaps 
most important, that the newly elected second vice-president placed in charge 
of the program, was an individual who, when he was elected, did not even 
know that he had any particular job to do. In fact, when I was installed at 
San Francisco by Mr. B. Max Mehl it was with the words, quote, “I have never 
been able to find out what the heck the second vice-president was good for.” 
End quote. At the time there was some doubt in my mind as to whether Mr. 
Mehl referred to the office or to me. 

With the above in mind then, this report attempts to set out, first, what 
did we try to accomplish; second, what have we accomplished; and third, what 
are our plans and recommendations for the future. 

* * * 

Resolution 13 duly adopted by the 58th convention at San Francisco, set 
up the machinery for the club representative program, stated the reasons for 
the change, and outlined some of the objectives and duties. A fundamental 
principle, which I consider important, was not mentioned in the resolution, 
namely: “A strong A.N.A. is vitally important to the improvement and further- 
ance of numismatics and a supporting structure of strong active local clubs is 
equally important to the hobby and the A.N.A.” 

We have tried therefore, during the past year to obey the mandate of the 
membership, by inviting all affiliated clubs to nominate representatives from 
whose number one might be appointed to serve, and by asking members in 
foreign countries to serve as district representatives. 

In addition we have endeavored, through the medium of a bulletin, to 
inform those appointed, as to their duties and what was expected of them in 
their clubs as A.N.A. representatives. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

I feel that we have at least made a good beginning. There are some 177 
affiliated clubs. In response to our invitation 105 club and district representa- 
tives have been appointed and have accepted. A list of these and the clubs 
they represent is published in each issue of The Numismatist. 

No two clubs are alike. Most of them meet monthly. Some more infre- 
quently and a few more often. Many of them are of recent origin. Conse- 
quently the response to the invitation to nominate members for the position 
of A.N.A. representative was in many cases slow, and in some cases there has 
been no response at all. It was six months before an appreciable number of 
representatives had actually been appointed. Many hundreds of letters had to 
be written and exchanged, but as of now we have 105 appointed representatives 
with others in process. In view of the fact that we were initiating an entirely 
new program, and considering all the facts, I feel that in this direction we 
have made most satisfactory progress.

Lewis M. Reagan, General Secretary 
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The Second Vice-President was invited to make any additional com- 
ments on his report and he responded as follows: 

SECOND VICE-PRESIDENT PANOSH: Thank you, Mr. President. 
With your permission I should like to add a few words to what has been 
reported. All of you received a copy of the annual reports. In that was 
something that is probably unique - it is a report by the second vice- 
president. All of you have received a copy; one or two of you perhaps 
have even read it. (Laughter) If you haven’t, why you may do so at your 
leisure, and I won’t try to repeat what is contained in the report. However, 
I would like to add just a few words because the report does not contain 
the supporting data that was furnished with the report to the President 
due to a long list of names, etc. This program, as you all know, is a new 
one. It has to do with an organization of a new setup of club representa- 
tives replacing district secretaries. 

I have expressed it as my opinion that a basic foundation of strong 
active local clubs cannot help but result in a better American Numismatic 
Association, and it is with that thought in mind that this program of club 
representatives was set up, in order to better the local clubs that needed 
help and those that are working strongly and actively at the present time. 

We have a great many clubs in the United States, small clubs com- 
posed almost entirely of new collectors who need a lot of help, and it is 
my hope that the American Numismatic Association will put into effect a 
program policy, if you please, of assistance to these clubs and to their 
members in the way of numismatic education, and it is with that thought 
that this program of having an A.N.A. club representative in each club was 
established. 

We have the Newell Visual Education slide program which is a good 
beginning. It is just a beginning. A great deal more can be done. It is infi- 
nite in possibilities. Local clubs, of course, are too small, too weak finan- 
cially to do much about it. It is up to the A.N.A., it seems to me, to initiate 
a program of education of all kinds to assist these clubs, and it is my hope 
and my recommendation that the American Numismatic Association en- 
gage in a definitely planned program of club assistance. 

The program this year opened slowly due to many things. A tremen- 
dous amount, of course, of correspondence was necessary. Clubs were slow 
in responding. They didn’t understand, and the Second Vice-President 
didn’t know a lot about it, and as a result the program was very slow in 
breaking, and as a result we have not, up to this time, accomplished all 
that we hope to, but we have done a lot. We have one hundred six repre- 
sentatives. We have had a good response from a great many of them, and 
I think within another year you will find that the program is definitely 
taking hold and that we will have a good response. 

I would like to read a response from one club representative, just one 
paragraph. After reading one or two bulletins, he says, 'Tt would then 
seem that the job of club and district representative would be (1) to make 
sure that the local club is active, interesting and growing, and (2) to tie 
the local club into the A.N.A. and its activities in every way possible.” That, 

I think, expresses the whole situation, which is to bring into being a basic 
foundation of strong active clubs and tie them into the A.N.A., and if we 
can do that, we will have a strong and better A.N.A. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: You should, each of you, know what a fine 
gentleman Leonel is to correspond with. He can get an answer back so 
quick that it is hardly cooled off. When I say he sent out many hundreds 
of letters, I believe it approaches close to a thousand mark, way up. It is 
a great job, and he has demonstrated outstanding ability in this work, and 
it is a credit that the convention in California elected him as Second Vice- 
President. I mean that sincerely. 
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Our other objective was to assist these newly appointed representatives 
in the performance of their duties, and in the building up of their clubs with 
ideas and suggestions through the medium of a bulletin from the office of the 
second vice-president. It was intended to make this a monthly bulletin, but 
due to the slowness with which the program developed only four bulletins 
have been issued. I make no apologies or excuses. I was as new to the office 
as were the representatives appointed, and I felt that it was important that 
the groundwork for the program be properly laid. With that in mind, the 
four bulletins, have been of a nature which was designed to get acquainted 
with this group of A.N.A. members who were entrusted with the furtherance 
of this program in their clubs, to give them the broader aspects of the program 
as I saw it, and to invite their active participation, not only for the benefit of 
their own clubs but of all the others and the A.N.A. 

Again, I think, we have made a good beginning. Whereas, letters received 
from representatives last spring consisted largely of inquiries regarding duties 
and promises of cooperation etc., letters now being received show that the 
purpose of the plan is beginning to take hold, and indicate that the writers 
are becoming conscious of the responsibility that is theirs as representatives of 
the A.N.A. in their clubs. If we have accomplished nothing else this past year 
than get 105 A.N.A. members in 105 different clubs actively interested in 
promoting numismatics and the A.N.A. in their communities, then we have 
accomplished a good part of what we set out to do. 

« ♦ ♦ 

Much remains to be done. Quite a number of clubs have failed to send in 
nominations for representative. They will have to be contacted again, and 
an effort made to get them to nominate someone for the post in their clubs. 

Some representatives have failed to respond to the invitation to join in 
the program. An effort will have to be made to ascertain the cause, and if it 
is a case of the wrong person in the post they will have to be replaced with 
a more active member. 

One of the prime duties of the A.N.A. representative is to promote and 
accept applications for A.N.A. membership. I know that thus far they have, 
generally speaking, failed in this respect, and more attention will have to be 
given to this detail. • 

With the preliminary pioneering stage over, the bulletin issued by the 
second vice-president should establish a more definitely educational program 
which will assist the representative in his work in his club. It should, I feel 
be issued monthly and be made more attractive in its makeup. It is a vitally 
important link between the A.N.A. and the affiliated club, and if it fails in 
its purpose .the program fails. 

« « ♦ 

This report is perhaps unnecessarily long, but it has, as its object, to show 
you that this club representative program is much more than a mere recruiting 
office for the A.N.A. It is a long range project, with the improvement of our 
hobby as its object, working from the foundation of our organizational struc- 
ture, in the knowledge that with a strong foundation we can build a better 
superstructure. 

I should like to express my thanks and appreciation, particularly to Pres. 
Sheldon and General Secretary Reagan for their help and cooperation and 
patience with a second vice-president who was wholly new to A.N.A. procedure; 
and to Mr. Mosher for his cooperation in giving the program all the publicity 
and space we asked for in The Numismatist. My contacts with all the officers 
and members of the board have been most pleasant and their expressed 
appreciation and encouragement have made my task much easier. 

In closing I should like to leave one thought to be borne in mind for a 
year hence. With the direction of such a program as this in his charge, I feel 
that more serious consideration should be given to the qualifications of whoever 
is chosen for the office of second vice-president, so that when Mr. Mehl again 
installs him he will know and be able to say that the second vice-president 
is indeed good for something.

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Report of the Business Manager of The Numismatist. Mr. Saxton was not 
present so that the Report was presented by the General Secretary. 

GENERAL SECRETARY REAGAN: This is a personal letter to the 
President. It is of a semi-official nature, and I will read a portion of it. 
“My attendance at the convention will be doubtful on account of Mrs. Sax- 
ton’s illness, now in its eighth week. While there is some improvement, it 
is slow and coming in no great measure. It is best that I remain at home 
under the circumstances. No need to add it is a great disappointment to 
me to miss a convention and seeing again many friends. When my report 
is called for, will you please express for me my sincere regrets that I 
cannot give it in person, explaining the circumstances? As to my formal 
report, this has been for several years simply the financial showing for 
the full fiscal year. (Incidentally that is Exhibit C in the Auditor’s report.) 
The additional comments I made in Buffalo and Boston served their pur- 
pose and there is no need for any similar discussion at this time. I think 
you have my letter of several months ago in which I suggested a form of 
amendment to Section 2, Article 6 concerning change of title from business 
manager to advertising manager’’ and Mr. Saxton is in favor of that 
change. I will omit the closing paragraph which is of a personal nature 
and extend in his behalf his best wishes. 

It was moved and carried that the Report of the Business Manager 
be accepted with thanks and that the recommendation therein be referred 
to the Resolutions Committee. It was further moved and carried that the 
General Secretary be authorized and requested to write a letter to Mr. 
Saxton, expressing the regret of the members that he was unable to be 
present and with the best wishes of the members for the return to health 
of Mrs. Saxton. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: I would pay respect to the fine work and 
the exemplary cooperation that our editor and advertising manager ac- 
corded, which went to make a splendid Numismatist this past year. We 
certainly have had a fine journal. It’s the best yet. I believe the member- 
ship owes a deep gratitude and thanks to these officers and their work. I 
want to make that a part of the record. 

Next is a report of the Librarian. 

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

Loans by the library totaled 783 during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1950. 
Loans averaged slightly less than 2.5 books per loan for a total of 1912. 

This is a decline in comparison with 1947 and 1948. The decline can be 
directly traced to the fact that standard catalogues and popular auction cata- 
logues no longer are shown in the library list. While we subsequently issued a 
supplement which listed catalogues, this apparently has not sufficed. 

To prove the point, the librarian made a check of two of the most popular 
catalogues of former years. The Wayte Raymond Twentieth Century catalogue 
was loaned to 103 members in the 1947-1948 fiscal year, compared to three dur- 
ing the 1949-1950 fiscal year. (The library has three copies.) The U. S. Standard 
catalogue by Mr. Raymond was out 87 times in the 1947-1948 year — and once 
during the year ending June 30, 1950. These listings were omitted from the 
last library catalogue to reduce printing costs. We have recommended that 
they be listed next time a catalogue is printed. 

One change made during the past year pleased members, although it 
resulted in more back orders than formerly. At the start of the 1949-1950 
fiscal year, we began making loans for one month instead of for only two weeks 
as previously. As a result, it was often necessary for a member to wait one 
month or longer to get a book. On the other hand, the practice resulted in fewer 
renewals, of which there were only three during the entire year. 

We continued the practice of making long loans for members engaged in 
special research. Some of these loans are for as long as three months, with 
the books to be made available within two weeks if another member wants 
them. During the 1950-1951 fiscal year, we will make several of the more 
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We will now have the report of our distinguished editor, Stuart Mosher. 

REPORT OF THE EDITOR 

During the last year The Numismatist has been largely devoted to numis- 
matic articles having a timely, yet permanent value. Each issue was planned 
well in advance and the amount of material on hand provided for a well 
balanced magazine. The present supply of articles is somewhat scanty though 
this will be remedied as soon as the cool weather drives our contributors 
indoors. 

Minor changes made during the last year included the elimination of 
several superfluous departments and the restoration of advertising to its 
former position in the back pages of the magazine. 

It is frequently suggested, especially by beginners, that more space be 
devoted to United States numismatics, yet a break down in the editorial space 
in the last twelve issues shows the following comparisons:

United States 82 

Foreign 45 

General 32 

Ancient 12 


This analysis, which does not cover announcements, routine reports, et 
cetera, reveals a fairly well balanced volume, especially when we consider the 
vast scope of foreign and ancient numismatics. 

In February of this year we suffered a great loss in the death of O. P. 
Eklund. For as far back as most of us can remember he was our most consist- 
ent contributor. He wrote in an unassuming, objective fashion and his numerous 
listings of foreign coins and medals will remain as standard references for many 
years to come. His manuscripts, written entirely in longhand, were masterpieces 
of penmanship and his spelling, punctuation, and style defled editorial improve- 
ment. In this day of rolls, rarities, and fast resales, it is too much to hope that 
someone will come forward to take his place. 

The death of Farran Zerbe last December, one-time publisher and editor of 
The Numismatist, and the greatest numismatic missionary of all times, leaves 
another gap in our ranks and a sadness in our hearts that is impossible to 
erase. The last time I saw him, about flve years ago, his parting words were: 
“Remember, Mosher, you will have enemies as long as you are editor, and it’s 
up to you to treat them just a little nicer than you treat your friends.’’ 

A review of my duties during the last year brings into focus one problem 
which I have been unable to solve and which becomes more complex as the 
A.N.A. continues to grow. This is the matter of Club Reports. There are those 
who would eliminate them altogether but I believe this would be a serious 
mistake as it would weaken one of our basic mediums of communication which 
has been largely responsible for the fraternal spirit which exists within our 
membership. As our affiliated clubs increase in number, the section devoted to 
reports must increase in size and even the most drastic editing cannot lessen 
this increase unless some hard and fast rules are prescribed for club secretaries. 
I have passed this problem, and a possible solution, along to the Publications 
Committee and it is now being given their serious consideration. 

I would like to express my appreciation to our contributors who alone 
deserve the credit for whatever merit the magazine may have. It is not often 
realized that a short article of perhaps several thousand words represents years 
of study and research. In addition to this, the preparation of an article on a 
little-known phase of numismatics is invariably costly, involving travel, cor- 
respondence, photography, preparation of the final manuscript and, more often 
than not, collecting a series that has a very uncertain resale value. Their 
only compensation is the knowledge that they have contributed to our field of 
knowledge, shared the results of their studies with their fellow collectors, and 
inscribed their names on a memorial that will outlast the works of stonecutters.

T. R. Hammer, Librarian 


The Librarian was invited to make additional remarks and he dis- 
cussed the progress being made on the publicity project. The Librarian 
writes a column on some numismatic subject each week and it is sent to 
various newspapers at no charge to them. About 70 newspapers, most of 
them dailies, use this material and there is a constant effort to increase 
this number. Exhibits of current releases were made and members were 
asked to cooperate in having their local papers consider the use of these 
articles. 

The Librarian also explained that the proposal to reprint the first six 
volumes of The Numismatist had to be suspended until such time as an 
original copy could be obtained that would be suitable for reproduction by 
a photographic process. The copy owned by the Association has fifty or 
more pages that are too faded to photograph. When and if the book can 
be produced, announcement will be made. 

It was moved and carried that the report of the Librarian be accepted 
with thanks. The President made the following additional comments: 

I would like to point out that the Director of Publicity is an office that 
is also carried on the broad shoulders of the General Secretary; he super- 
vises the production of the material that is passed out to newspapers. The 
Librarian does this work as a part of his duties. He is doing an outstanding 
work and those of you here at the convention, I would urge to pass along 
to any periodical, newspaper, you who have anything, to our Librarian. He 
has some very interesting material that can be used for Numismatic edu- 
cation in dailies, weeklies, monthlies, and journals. This is a part of the 
appropriation and expenditure of the Association, and I believe that each 
member is beholden in the duty to try to sell this education to society. Ted 
will be more than happy to cooperate. 

The President then asked First Vice-President Moss, who is also the 
Chairman of the Publications Committee, to comment on the report of 
that Committee. The formal report is presented below, followed by the 
comments of the Chairman. 


REPORT OF THE PUBLICATIONS COMMITTEE 


This Committee was appointed by the President to seek bids for the print- 
ing of The Numismatist. The members of the Committee secured the names of 
a number of outstanding printing firms, and invited suggestions from Messrs. 
Katen, Pittman, and Wild. Likewise, a number of dealers were contacted and 
names were obtained from James Kelly and the Numismatic Gallery. A bid 
sheet was carefully prepared and sent to eighteen concerns. We were obliged to 
write a second time to several of the concerns, and a few have not replied even 
at this time. We assume that they are not interested. All requests for addi- 
tional information were promptly answered and the requested information was 
furnished. Below is a brief analysis of each bid received. The privilege to 
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popular books available for only two-week loans, while others, less in demand 
and where we have more than one copy, still will be loaned for one month. 

It is less simple to report another important function of the library — one 
which takes a large part of the time of Mrs. Hammer and your librarian. This 
work is the research section which grows constantly. Many members ask us to 
check some item. This seems simple, but it often is necessary to use four to 
six books. Sometimes we type a page or so of material. 

This saves postage for members and likewise prevents tying up books that 
otherwise might be in demand. We let this work go, usually until a week end, 
handling loans first. It is not unusual to spend one to two hours on one informa- 
tion request. During this fiscal year, we handled 310 requests of this kind for 
members, using 1661 books. Had we not done this we might have had 310 
more loans and have loaned another 1661 books. Often, however, an old Numis- 
matist or some other work may merely touch on a subject, and the information 
therein might not warrant the postage such a book would cost. 

So-called “fan mail” totaled 1411 pieces, but few of these require the time 
for answer that those of members do. This mail has increased as use of our 
weekly newspaper column grew to some 60 papers. Answering of queries of 
non-members is a service the American Numismatic Association has performed 
for many years as a public service. 

The librarian is fortunate in that his wife not only gives him considerable 
research and secretarial help, but she also is a collector and an authority on 
ancient, medieval and foreign coins.

FIRST VICE-PRESIDENT COL. JOSEPH MOSS: The report of the 
Publications Committee is contained in quite some detail, in the annual 
report that has been furnished to each and every one who registered. It 
consists of two and a half pages, and I don’t think I ought to bore you by 
reading the entire report. I assume that you have already done so. If you 
haven’t done so, I do wish sincerely on behalf of the Committee that you 
would do so before the convention is over. 

I simply want to point out a few highlights. The committee regrets 
very much that it was unable to set forth the names of the various print- 
ing concerns with the amount of their bids. These printers regard that 
information that they furnish to us to be of a confidential nature. As a 
matter of fact, one of the printing establishments contacted our President 
and wanted to know what a rival concern had bid on this job. We felt that 
under those circumstances, we ought to set forth the names of the various 
bidders as A, B, C, etc., particularly as your committee has recommended 
in its report which the Executive Board has adopted, that new bids be 
solicited each year, or perhaps every two years, as the administration in 
power may so desire. Therefore, if we had published the names, I am 
quite certain that when we solicited again for new bids, the printers or 
many of them, would have regarded it as a breach of good faith and per- 
haps would not have bid again. Our President wrote to several of these 
printing establishments, but they absolutely refused to permit their names 
to be published in this report, with their names and bids. However, the 
Committee welcomes and extends the offer to every member of our Associ- 
ation to consult with it any time at all. Mr. Yeoman and I are ready to sit 
down and go over the entire file, which I have right here. You may then 
be priviledged to see the original as well as the photostatic copies of the 
bids. 

We also welcome and will gladly permit you to examine the detailed 
report made by our committee to the Executive Board. You may also 
examine all the correspondence relating to this entire matter. I may also 
point out for the benefit of any future administration that we have made 
arrangements with the McCormick-Armstrong Company which is, as the 
lawyers would say, a contract at will. This Association is not tied up with 
that concern for any definite period. It can be terminated at will by either 
side so that it can be reconsidered again at any time, and entirely re- 
opened. 

Now I confess that I am not an expert on bidding. Far from it, but 
I did have the advantage of having the able services of a man who is an 
expert on those matters, and that is Mr. Yeoman, who as you all know, 
is connected with the Whitman Publishing Company. Many of these bids 
were couched in terms which required considerable consultation among 
those who know something about printing. They have, for instance, what 
they call the customs of the trade and those customs of the trade are all 
incorporated in their bids and they are more like an automobile insurance 
policy, and if you don’t read all the small prim, you really don’t know 
what you are up against. As I say, we had the advantage of having upon 
this committee an expert in that matter, but furthermore, in addition to 
that, I took it upon myself to confer with some of the outstanding printers 
in Philadelphia.

SUMMARY AND RECOMMENDATION 
It would be poor business to change from a satisfactory printer to another 
one simply because the price was slightly smaller. Unless there is a fair 
margin of difference, no change should be contemplated. Convenience of loca- 
tion and mailing facilities need to be taken into consideration. It takes about 
three months for the necessary formalities to change post offices and to arrange 
for second class mailing permits. The present contract expires in November, 
1950. The McCormick-Armstrong Co. purchased some expensive equipment for 
making the addressing stencils and addressing our envelopes. The same is not 
used on any other job. Likewise, our present printers have on hand some 
thousand (1000) pounds of composition not yet used in the magazine or await- 
ing completion of articles so that certain reprints can be made. This would not 
be available to any other printer, and would constitute a substantial loss to the 
Association if not used in the manner planned. The previous printer was unsat- 
isfactory: (a) in failing to get the magazine out on time and being unable to 
meet the mailing date; (b) the A.N.A. was obliged to supply the paper; (c) the 
work was highly undependable. There were many errors and omissions. The 
composition was often poor and they read no proof. There was frequent failure 
to make the corrections marked on the proof. Printing and mailing facilities 
were both inadequate to care for the increased circulation. While not involved 
in any way with this recommendation, it may be remarked that the American 
Philatelic Society has also terminated its arrangement with the Stowell Com- 
pany to print The American Philatelist, after some 35 years with this printer. 

The Committee has carefully studied and examined all of the bids, weighing 
all of the factors involved, especially the price, service, mailing location and 
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were presented to the Board several resolutions which were finally con- 
densed into one inviting the American Numismatic Association to confer 
honorary membership on B. Max Mehl of Fort Worth, Texas, for the long 
years that he has been in this Association, the years that he has con- 
tributed to numismatic popularity and for the fifty years celebration that 
he has been a fellow among us. 

B. Max Mehl is one of the finest exponents of the dealer’s art in pro- 
ducing fine catalogs. It shows that there is no cross-road between educa- 
tional and commercial numismatics when fellows like this are so eager 
to tell about the things that inspire them numismatically The Executive 
Board in session at Springfield, Illinois, acted upon the resolutions pre- 
sented and voted that an honorary membership of the American Numis- 
matic Association be conferred upon B. Max Mehl of Fort Worth, Texas 
It is indeed a pleasure and signal honor to now pass to B. Max Mehl this 
honorary membership card that will endure with him and with us forever 
(Text of Resolution is published on page 626 of September issue of The 
Numismatist.) 

B. IMAX IVIEBL. One as unaccustomed as I am to public speaking 
this is something I didn’t look for and took me a little by surprise. Mr’ 
President and officers and members, I haven’t any words to thank you 
for it. I don’t know whether I deserve it or not. I know I had the welfare 
of the Association at heart for these past forty-three or forty-four years 
that I have been a member of it. I have attended some thirty-six conven- 
tions. They have all been pleasant more or less, so I feel sure that this 
convention will always stand out in my mind and heart as a most happy 
one, as the most happy one in my entire career. I can only say and assure 
you that I want you to please accept my grateful thanks and that you 
will always have my humble and sincere friendship. Thanks once again. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: It is indeed a hope that our honorary mem- 
bers are with us a great many years. 

The General Secretary made a few announcements, following which 
the President declared the meeting adjourned until 10 a. m. Mondav 
August 28. 


MONDAY SESSION 

The second business session of the American Numismatic Association 
convened on Monday, August 28,1950, at 10:15 a. m. o’clock with President 
Sheldon presiding as follows: 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: The second session of the order of business 
of the American Numismatic Association will please come to order Good 
morning! It is a happy occasion to see you all here so bright. We have 
considerable business to transact, necessary reports and urgent business 
matters. The first order of business is the second report of the Proxv 
Committee. 

The revised report of the Proxy Committee was presented by Mrs 
L. C. Panosh, Chairman, which was approved as read. It was announced 
that additional proxies would be received by the Committee and that the 
final report would be presented at the next business session. 

The Report of the Papers Committee was presented by James J Curto 
Chairman, following which it was moved and carried that the report be 
accepted with thanks and the papers delivered to the Editor for publication 
in The Numismatist. 
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I might state that for ethical reasons I did not solicit any bids from 
them. One of them happens to be one of the largest firms in our country 
whom our office represents professionally, and I had the advantage of 
their expert advice. This was a huge task. It is one that I did not solicit. 

I repeatedly asked the President to relieve me of this job, and I want to 
say right here speaking on behalf of my colleague, Dick Yeoman, and 
myself that irrespective of the next administration, we certainly don’t 
want this job again. I might also add this conclusion - that the former 
printers who had printed the magazine for many years, also had a contract 
as you know with the American Philatelic Society. That society recently 
terminated its contract with the Stowell Company and they are now hav- 
ing their magazine printed elsewhere. 

This new job, as I point out, was one that we weighed very carefully. 
We went over all the items specifically, as you will notice from the annual 
report We tried to do our level best for this association to get the most 
out of the job, and to regard it from a businessman’s standpoint, as 
though it were our own personal publication. We feel that the report we 
have rendered to the Executive Board and the recommendations contained 
therein, is the proper one, and I might add from the firms with which I 
consulted and who were gracious enough to go over all the bids, that they 
also independently came to the same judgment, although I had not shown 
them the report that we intended to send to the Executive Board. 

Again I want to say that both Mr. Yeoman and myself will be very 
pleased after this meeting is over, or at any time that any man or woman 
wants to see the original bids, the report and the correspondence, we will 
endeavor to answer all questions that we possibly can. Thank you very 
much. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you. Col. Moss. Our Numismatist 
demonstrates the type of supervision that was over it this past year. They 
spent a great deal of work on behalf of our journal. The journal that it 
is reflects on those who spend their time, their work, their efforts and 
their contributions to make it worthwhile reading and a worthwhile adver- 
tising medium, and this Association owes unlimited gratitude to these 
officers who have contributed their time in honorarium and in remunera- 
tion to perform this duty of getting out a good Numismatist. 

It was a pleasure to have in my report that we have the finest numis- 
matic journal in existence. 

The Chair will now entertain a motion to accept the Publications 
Committee report and recommendations, and that the recommendations 
be passed on to the Resolutions Committee. 

It was moved and carried (with not over three dissenting votes) that 
the Report of the Publications Committee be accepted with thanks and 
that the recommendations contained therein be referred to the Resolutions 
Committee. 

The next order of business was the reading of communications and 
the General Secretary read a letter to the President from Past-President 
J. Douglas Ferguson which expressed regret at being unable to be present 
and concluded with the following; 

“I want to sincerely wish you and your feilow officers, and all those 
at Milwaukee, a most outstandingly successful convention. May the dis- 
agreements melt away, and the fine feelinp of comradeship and under- 
standing be again everywhere in evidence.” 

The President invited B. Max Mehl of Fort Worth, Texas, to the plat- 
form and addressed him as follows: 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: I have one of the pleasurable duties to per- 
form and to bring to the convention that during the fraternal year there

But only with your 
help and that will be possible if you will write your congressman giving 
your opinion. There are eleven thousand possibilities of demands reaching 
congressmen at Washington. 

We will handle the rough spots if you will just lend your name 
through your congressman, and at the 1952 convention, wherever it may 
be, we will have the new coins on exhibition. Thank you! 

REPORT OF THE PINE TREE SHILLING TERCENTENARY 
COMMEMORATIVE COIN COMMITTEE 

Resolution No. 14, adopted by the 1949 A.N.A. convention, provided 
for a Pine Tree Shilling Tercentenary Commemorative Quarter Dollar 
Subsequently, a committee was appointed to promote the introduction of 
legislation setting in motion the necessary Congressional action to create 
the mintage of a special coin to be dated 1952. 

The committee of five held a meeting in Philadelphia, on February 22, 
1950, at which time many details of procedure were considered Mr Adam 
Pietz, former artist and engraver at the Philadelphia Mint, special guest 
at the meeting, was invited to submit sketches of designs for the proposed 
coin, without any obligation on the part of the committee. 

Public endorsement of our project has been solicited from an imposing 
list of leading individuals and organizations whose locale is that of the 
original Colonial Pine Tree Shilling, namely Metropolitan Boston. We are 
very grateful and keenly appreciative of the hearty and prompt response 
by this public-spirited group. 

Successful efforts have been made to present our bill H.R 8542 by 
Congressman John F. Kennedy, of Boston; bill S. 3792 in the Senate by 
Messrs. Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., and Leverett Saltonstall, both of Boston 
Full text of these bills may be found on pages 422-423 of the July Numis- 
matist. Our bills are referred to the House and Senate committees on 
Banking and Currency. 

Our A.N.A. member, Frank Jenks of Madison, Wisconsin, has written 
to your chairman stating that he is a descendant of Joseph Jenks who 
operated the Saugus foundry in which the Pine Tree Shillings were struck. 
Through his good offices, he has interested Congressman Merlin Hull, of 
Wisconsin, who as a member of the House Committee on Banking and 
Currency “is very pleased to act favorably on the bill." 

The stress of legislative matters pertaining to world importance has 
caused our committee to temporarily withhold pressure on the committees 
on Banking and Currency. Our committeeman in Washington is on the 
scene and is experienced in political action.

PRESIDENT SHELDON: The presenting of papers for this conven- 
tion are on pure numismatic activities. It is one in which we derive great 
enjoyment. They reach us on the pages of The Numismatist long after 
this convention and will provide us with pleasant memories and a measure 
of gratitude should go out to this committee for their fine work and to 
those who have been so generous with their time and their thoughts to 
give us papers. 

The President called upon Henry Schuhmacher to present the report 
of the Pine Tree Shilling Tercentenary Committee. 

HENRY SCHUHMACHER: Thank you! Mr. President, official family, 
fellow numismatologists. (That’s from my new Webster’s Dictionary.) I 
have been granted permission to make a few remarks before reporting 
on the subject of Pine Tree Shilling Tercentenary. Scattered throughout 
the house at the present time there are some thirteen members of the 
Boston Numismatic Society, two of whom are on the platform at the pres- 
ent time. It is not our fault that the other two are not yet members. We 
feel that is a pretty good representation from “way down East.” When we 
get home we don’t like to be called “way down East,” but from this geo- 
graphical point, we perhaps are “down East.” 

I have a message from Bean Town to Beer Town, congratulating this 
committee for this convention. Our only worry is that the committee in 
Milwaukee will exceed some of our records made two years ago in Boston. 

Now, to get into the Pine Tree Shilling Tercentenary project, our 
worthy President has appointed a very good committee with the exception 
of the chairman, and we expect to succeed in this project regardless of 
the fact that others who have endeavored to promote the coin have failed. 
Our project is for the second commemorative twenty-five cent piece in

act on a particular resolution, there is nothing in the by-laws which prevents 
those interested from bringing up the matter on the floor. 


IV 

The By-Laws Committee discussed at length our proxy system. 

The committee recommends that the proxy system be abandoned. Instead 
provisions should be adopted whereby amendments to the by-laws be submitted 
to the entire membership on ballots to be sent out and returned in the same 
envelopes with the ballots for the election of officers. All other business should 
be conducted on the floor of the convention by the vote of those present. 

The committee believes that this proposal is practical, fair and democratic 
Hence it is recommended that Sections 4, 5 and 6(b) of ARTICLE VII he 
repealed.

As for amendments to the by-laws, the committee calls the attention of the 
convention to the following provision of the Federal Charter which provides: 


SEC. 6. That the Board of Governors shall have the 
prudential by-laws and regulations as they may deem 
agement and control of business and of the association, 
this act or the laws of the United States of America.”

Any proposal made by this committee must be within this framework. 
Section 5 or ARTICLE VIII, the present provision for amendment, accordingly 
provides for the approval of a majority of the Board of Governors. Our present 
recommendation must also conform in this respect. 

Since we propose to eliminate proxies, and to submit all amendments to the 
by-laws to the entire membership, we recommend that Section 5 of ARTICLE 
VIII be enacted to read as follows: 


Those by-laws may be amended or altered by two-thirds of the members 
voting on the proposed change or alteration. Such amendment or alteration 
rnust be presented in writing to the General Secretary, over the oersona^ 
signatures of at least 25 members, on or before May ist. It shTll be nub- 
hf leas{ once prior to the convention, and s^hall 

be submitted to the entire membership on ballots to be enclosed by the Gen- 
eral Secretary with the ballots for the elecUon of officers as provided^ 
ARTICLE y. Section 4, and returned to the General Secretary in the same 
envelope. Such amendment or alteration, if it receives the required number 
of votes, shall become effective on the approval of a majority of the Board 
or Governors. 


VI 

The committee recommends that hereafter the A.N.A. assume the respon- 
sibility of financing its own conventions. We are obliged by our by-laws to 
meet in annual conventions. The financing of the convention is therefore the 
Association's responsibility, particularly so in the view of the size we have 
now attained. 

The committee believes that the franchised convention auction sale is an 
evil which has become a cause of dissension. During the past few years the 
reputations of some of our officers have been assailed by unsuccessful and dis- 
gruntled competitors for this privilege. The exclusive auction sale franchise 
now seems to have acquired a satellite - superior advertising advantages. Com- 
petition among dealers for these privileges is keen. The local clubs have stepped 
into the market place only at the loss of dignity. The welfare of the Association 
has also been affected. These franchises are worth substantial sums, but we 
believe the A.N.A. should forego the income, and remain aloof from ’competi- 
tion among dealers. 

Hereafter any dealer who desires to conduct an auction sale during a con- 
vention may do so in the face of free competition. The laws of economics will 
determine the nature and extent of that competition. 

We therefore propose a new Section 4 of ARTICLE VII be adopted as 
follows: 


convention shall be conducted at the expense of the Association. Each 
member shaH be furnished with a Journal containing the convention nro- 
gram and advertisements. The Association shall also rent cases or spa^^e 
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opportunity we shall proceed with our campaign for favorable conclusion. 

This is no small task. We must have the full support and backing of 
numismatic organizations and individuals throughout the country.

MARTIN F. KORTJOHN: Back in the month of May we examined 
the By-Laws to see if there would be any changes that might be required 
for any reason. In San Francisco a number of changes were made, 
especially relating to the naming of the district secretaries and club rep- 
resentatives Our Committee has incorporated these changes into its 
report, and we met a couple of times in New York, and we prepared the 
following report: 

REPORT OF THE BY-LAWS COMMITTEE 


I 


Pursuant to the resolution adopted at the 1949 Convention the program of 
Club and District Secretaries was adopted. Several sections of the by-laws 
require amendment to conform to the new practice. 


Thp first sentence of Section 4 of ARTICLE VI should be amended to i^ad. 
“Division into club or geographical districts may be made at the direction of 
Executive Board. For each of these districts or clubs the president may 
appoint a district or club representative whose duties within his respective 
geographic area or club shall be:” 

Section 2(c) of ARTICLE IV should be amended to read: 

^^“To appoint all district or club representatives and all committees that may 
be necessary, and to remove them at will:” 

Spctlon 4(b) of ARTICLE IV should be amended to read: 

“To aid and supervise the district or club representatives in the performance 
of their duties:” 

Section 4(c) of ARTICLE IV should be amended to read: 

“To require the district or club representatives to render to ^im reports as 
requested at least once a year, and make a report thereof to the President. 


II 

Pursuant to a resolution adopted at the 1949 Convention the title “Business 
Manager” was changed to “Advertising Manager.” Section 7(h) of ARTICLE 
IV and Section 2 of ARTICLE VI should be amended to conform to the change 
by simply substituting words. 


Ill 

At the 1949 Convention a resolution was passed concerning a change in 
Section 6(e) of ARTICLE VII which creates the Resolutions Committee, and 
provides for its reports. 

The committee believes the present by-law is adequate, and that the 
recommended change proposes no practical improvement. The discretion of the 
Resolutions Committee as to whether it is to render a report on a particular 
resolution or not, cannot be legislated. If the Resolutions Committee fails to 
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or because he cannot fill the other requirements of his office; supposing 
he is incapacitated for any reason . . . this would give the Board the 
opportunity to remove him. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you, Mr. Kortjohn. You have heard 
the report and the supplement to the By-Laws Committee report. The 
Chair will entertain a motion to accept this report and refer it to the 
Resolutions Committee. 

It was moved and carried (unanimously) that the Report, including 
the Supplement, of the By-Laws Committee be accepted with thanks and 
referred to the Resolutions Committee. 

The President declared that the next order of business was the first 
report of the Resolutions Committee. The report was presented by Captain 
Oscar H. Dodson, Chairman, and together with the action on each resolu- 
tion, as presented, was as follows: 

REPORT OF THE RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE 

Mr. President, Fellow Members, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The Resolutions Committee of the 59th annual convention of the A.N.A 
hereby submits for your consideration resolutions as follows: 

RESOLUTION NO. 1 

WHEREAS, the incumbent officers have, by their untiring efforts and 
devoted attention to duty, brought to a successful completion another year of 
progress for the A.N.A., as exemplified by the annual reports which have been 
accepted by the membership by popular vote. 

Therefore be it resolved, that, the thanks and appreciation of the member- 
ship be extended to the officers for their unselfish devotion and splendid record. 

The Committee recommends the adoption of this Resolution. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution No. 1 be adopted. 

RESOLUTION NO. 2 

Resolved that special thanks be given to the officials of the City of Mil- 
waukee for their excellent cooperation with the A.N.A. and for the splendid 
protection for exhibits provided us during this Convention. 

The Committee recommends the adoption of this Resolution. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution No. 2 be adopted. 

RESOLUTION NO. 3 

Be it resolved that we extend a vote of appreciation to the Milwaukee 
Numismatic Society and to Mr. Lillard Culver, General Chairman, for their 
wholehearted, untiring, and enthusiastic work in carrying out a successful 
convention. 

The Committee recommends the adoption of this Resolution. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: That is a most pleasant one to legislate on. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution No. 3 be adopted. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: I think we should all give the Milwaukee 
Committee at this point a rousing cheer for putting on this splendid con- 
vention. (Applause and cheering.) 

Col. Moss wants me to particularly call attention down at the City Hall 
on North Water and East Wells Streets to the imposing City Hall to the 
immense electric sign that says, “Welcome American Numismatic Associa- 
tion." I believe it would be in order that our editor somehow get a picture 
of that at night and pass it on to the membership at large. It is a grand 
picture. 

RESOLUTION NO. 4 

This Resolution is considered necessary by the Committee to bring the By- 
Laws in conformity with the new policy of appointing A.N.A Club and District 
Representatives, 
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to members for the sale of numismatic material, but the Association shall 
not grant anyone a right, exclusive or otherwise, to conduct an auction sale 
during the convention. The Association mav obtain further revenue from 
the membership by the sale of badges and tickets to convention functions, 
the local club acting only as host.” 


VII 

During the past year gold certificates have been advertised and sold openly, 
in defiance of the law. This should be a matter of grave concern to the A.N.A. 
The privilege of collecting gold coins exists only by Presidential proclamation 
and in the Regulations published by the Secretary of the Treasury pursuant to 
the Gold Reserve Act of 1934. The Secretary of the Treasury, by amendment 
to the Regulations may cancel or curtail our present exemptions. Our members 
have huge sums invested in their collections of gold coins. The safety of these 
investments is properly the concern of the Association. 

We should regard the A.N.A. as a dynamic organization, on the alert for 
illegal dealings which affect the general welfare. It should take the initiative in 
supressing them. It is the duty of the A.N.A. to keep the numismatic field 
clean in this respect before the Treasury Department does it for us. We there- 
fore propose a new subdivision to Section 7 of ARTICLE IV defining the duties 
of the Board of Governors: 

“(1) To take such action as they may deem appropriate to protect collectors 

and the public from illegal dealings in the field of numismatics.” 

VIII 

The committee proposes the enactment of a new section 5 of ARTICLE 
VII as follows: 

“A full report of the proceedings of the convention shall be published in The 

Numismatist/^ 

IX 

The committee proposed that our Charter be amended to provide more 
fiexibility to enable the affairs of the Association to be conducted on a more 
businesslike basis. This will require an act of Congress, which we think can be 
readily obtained. A committee should be appointed to report suggested changes 
at the 1951 convention. 

There has been criticism that the Executive Board is a creation of the 
by-laws not sanctioned by the Charter. This may or may not be so. It seems 
that both sides may be argued equally well. No recommendation for change 
is presently made because the committee is of the opinion that if the Executive 
Board is not authorized by the Charter, the by-laws are still wiser and more 
practical. It is the Charter which should be changed. 

It is also suggested that if the Charter be amended that the Association 
receive perpetual existence rather than the limited life it now has.

Supplement to Report of the By-Laws Committee 

Since the Committee rendered its original report a number of matters 
were brought to its attention which had the consideration of the two 
members of the committee attending the convention. As a result of 
this, the Committee recommends the following additional change in the 
By-Laws: To add to Article 4, Section 7 a new subsection (m) reading as 
follows: (m) This entire Section 7 of Article 4 relates to the duties of the 
Executive Board and an additional duty which is one of those which were 
not specifically covered by the original By-Laws is suggested to read as 
follows: To remove from office any elected or appointed officer who cannot 
meet with the requirements of his office. Now that is all that we have to 
suggest, and this new amendment is included for the purpose of giving 
them specific powers to remove from office any officer who, even though 
he may have been elected, cannot fulfill his requirements either as to the 
filing of a bond that he might be required to do according to the By-Laws, 
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Secretary. Such amendment or alteration, if it receives the required number 

of votes, shall become effective on the approval of a majority of the 

Executive Board. 

COMMENT. This Resolution vyill permit the membership to give expression 
of their desires on new or controversial contemplated changes, and at the same 
time will permit the Executive Board to feel the pulse of the entire member- 
ship before taking action which will commit the organization to major policy 
changes. 

, The Committee recommends the adoption of this Resolution. 

It was moved and seconded that Resolution No. 7 be adopted and the dis- 
cussion follows: 

MAX SCHWARTZ: If I understand the reading of this resolution, 
perhaps I should ask the Chairman of the Resolutions Committee to be 
kind enough to read the present method of amendment as now contained 
in the By-Laws. Would you be kind enough to do that? 

CAPTAIN DODSON: These By-Laws may be amended or altered at 
a convention of the Association by two-thirds vote of the members present 
or represented by proxy, and the approval of a majority of Board of 
Governors. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON : Does that answer your question, Mr. 
Schwartz? 

MAX SCHWARTZ: I asked to have that done so I could continue 
speaking. May I have the floor, sir? 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: You may. 

MAX SCHWARTZ: It occurs to me, Mr. Chairman, the present method 
of amending your By-Laws is adequate in that there is a check upon a con- 
vention running away with a series of amendments. You already have such 
a check and that because it requires the approval of a majority of the Exec- 
utive Board. You passed the present resolution and amended your By-Laws 
accordingly providing for a new method of amendment which will create a 
situation where no amending legislation can be initiated at a convention 
because by the wording of the resolution it would require some action 
about May 1, presumably in order to give the Board an opportunity to dis- 
cuss it. Now, while many of our members do not attend conventions, it 
has generally been recognized and is true that the great majority of the 
Executive Board do attend the convention. Now, I cannot see why it is 
necessary to enact a long series of events before you can initiate any leg- 
islation. Those of us who are in the habit of attending conventions and 
have the good will and good faith of the organization at heart are very 
often faced with new situations which arise in the month of May or in the 
month of June or sometimes in the month of July. To enact this legis- 
lation would close the door on anything that may arise after that May 1 
date. Every one of our members through the present proxy system has the 
means whereby he can be heard and his vote cast at this convention, and 
I don’t think it necessary, in my humble opinion, that you make a long 
series of events, each of which may militate against somebody. 

You recall when you adopted the present By-Laws in 1946 a require- 
ment was put in with respect to nominations, requiring that nominees have 
a short biography published in The Numismatist. All of these obligations 
you create do not make for facility; they make for hardship, and I think 
your present By-Laws have adequate machinery for amendment. 

On a call for the question, the motion to adopt Resolution No. 7 was 
defeated by a standing vote of 28 in favor and 88 opposed. The resolution, 
therefore, was not adopted, and the present method of amendment to the By- 
Laws remains in effect. 
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RESOLVED that the first sentence of Section 4 of ARTICLE VI of the 
By-Laws be amended to read: 

“Division into Club or geographical districts may be made at the direction of 
the Executive Board. For each of these districts or clubs the president may 
appoint a club or district representative whose duties within his respective 
geographic area or club shall be:” 

Section 2(c) of ARTICLE IV be amended to read: 

“To appoint all district or club representatives and all committees that may 
be necessary, and to remove them at will;” 

Section 4(b) of ARTICLE IV be amended to read: • 

“To aid and supervise the district or club representatives in the performance 
of their duties;” 

Section 4(c) of ARTICLE IV be amended to read: 

“To require the club or district representatives to render to him reports as 
requested at least once a year and make a report thereof to the President.” 

This Resolution has been acted on favorably by the By-Laws Committee, 
the Committee recommends the adoption of this Resolution. 

It was moved and carried (unanimously) that Resolution No. 4 be adopted. 


RESOLUTION NO. 5 

This Resolution deals with the functions of the Resolutions Committee. 

RESOLVED that item (e) in Section 6 in Article 7 of the A.N.A. By-Laws 
be changed to read: 

(e) A Resolutions Committee of not less than five (5) members whose duties 

shall be to consider and report on all matters referred to it, when called 

upon for their report. 

COMMENT. The Committee believes the present By-Law is adequate, and 
that the recommended change proposes no practical improvement. The discre- 
tion of the Resolutions Committee as to whether it is to render a report on a 
particular resolution, or not, in the opinion of the committee cannot be 
legislated. If the Resolutions Committee fails to act on a particular resolution, 
there is nothing in the by-laws which prevents those interested from bringing 
up the matter on the floor. 

The Committee recomniends unfavorable action on this Resolution. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution No. 5 be NOT adopted. 


RESOLUTION NO. 6 

RESOLVED that Sections 4, 5, and 6(b) of Article VII of the By-Laws be 
repealed. 

COMMENT. This Resolution would repeal the present proxy system. The 
right of proxy is inherent in all corporate bodies. To abrogate this right would 
be to disenfranchise the many members unable to attend the annual business 
meeting and would be contrary to established corporation procedure. 

Elimination of proxies might also enable a small group of individuals at 
the business meeting to pass legislation contrary to the wishes of the vast 
majority of members. 

The Committee after serious and careful deliberation recommends unfavor- 
able action on this Resolution. 

After some discussion, it was moved and carried (unanimously) that Reso- 
lution No. 6 be NOT adopted. 

RESOLUTION NO. 7 

This deals with the method of changing the By-Laws. 

RESOLVED that Section 5 of Article VIII of the By-Laws be changed 
to read: 

“Amendments or alterations to these by-laws may be committed to the 
Executive Board by a two-thirds majority of members voting. Such amend- 
ment or alteration must be presented in writing to the General Secretary, 
over the personal signatures of at least 25 members, on or before May 1st. 

It shall be publishea in The Numismatist at least once prior to the conven- 
tion, and shall be submitted to the entire membership on ballots to be 
enclosed by the General Secretary with the ballots for the election of 
officers as provided in ARTICLE V, Section 4, and returned to the General 
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The motion was seconded by Max Schwartz, who commented as fol- 
lows: 

MAX SCHWARTZ: I respectfully feel that we could accomplish the 
same result as Captain Dodson and the Resolutions Committee are at- 
tempting to accomplish by recording the fact that we deplore such contact 
on the part of people, but for us to say that we are going to take appro- 
priate action against people who are dealing illegally in some form of 
coins or currency would be a manifest mistake on our part. In the first 
place, our machinery already gives the Board adequate powers of suspen- 
sion and expulsion in the event that somebody has been found to be guilty. 

My primary objection to this resolution is we set ourselves up as a 
criminal court to decide what is or what is not legal or illegal. There are 
adequate courts already set up for that purpose. Now, should there be a 
finding by one of the courts of this land to that effect, the Board has 
sufficient time thereafter to take appropriate disciplinary action. 

I, personally, know of more than one case where after somebody had 
been found guilty in the courts of this land, the Board took some reaction 
thereafter upon appropriate hearing, but for us to set ourselves up as 
either the accuser or judges and find the facts of the law on the subject 
would be manifestly a mistake on our part. 

I say the situation can be met by recording the resolution in the fact 
that we frown on such practices, or any other words to that effect. 

RESOLUTION NO. 11 

RESOLVED that a new Section 5 of Article VII be enacted as follows: 

“A full report of the proceedings of the convention shall be published in 
The Numismatist.” 

COMMENT. For several years the convention proceedings were printed 
verbatim in The Numismatist. This usually ran to between 100 to 110 printed 
pages. Numerous complaints were received from members by the Editor indi- 
cating a general lack of interest in this information and suggesting that it be 
eliminated from The Numismatist. This was done and the convention proceed- 
ings then published and distributed as a separate pamphlet. However, this 
practice was found to be too expensive considering the interest displayed by 
members and was discontinued. The present policy of providing a condensed 
record of the proceedings in The Numismatist is believed to be the best com- 
promise. 

Committee recommends unfavorable action. 

There was a considerable amount of discussion on this matter, it being the final 
concensus of opinion that it would be impracticable to publish a verbatim report of 
the proceedings, either in The Numismatist, separately in a printed pamphlet or in 
mimeographed form. It was agreed that the current practice of publishing a con- 
densed report be continued but that a copy of the transcript of the convention 
stenographer be placed in the Association’s library and be available to any member 
for loan. 

It was therefore moved and carried that Resolution No. 11 be rejected. 

RESOLUTION NO. 12 

“RESOLVED that the President appoint a committee to study and recom- 
mend such changes as may appear desirable in the A.N.A. Federal Charter, 
this report to be presented to the 1951 convention.” 

COMMENT. The present Federal Charter expires and will be renewed, if 
the Congress so decides, in 1962. With the heavy burden of legislation now 
existing in the Congress, with these men being called on almost daily to make 
decisions of national and international import, the committee believes this is 
not the most opportune time to request overburdened legislators to listen to 
proposed changes in our Charter. 

It is considered that more harm than good might be done our cause by inject- 
ing into what is essentially a war time Congress our request for Charter re- 
vision legislation. The Committee believes this should be done in 1962 when the 
Charter is due to be renewed. 

We recommend unfavorable action on this Resolution. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution No. 12 be rejected. 
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RESOLUTION NO. 8 

This Resolution is a proposed new section to Article VII of the By-Laws 
dealing with convention procedure. 

RESOLVED that a new section be incorporated in Article VII of the By- 
Laws as follows: 

“Such convention shall be conducted at the expense of the Association. Each 
member shall be furnished with a journal containing the convention pro- 
gram and advertisements. The Association shall also rent cases or space to 
members for the sale of numismatic material, but the Association shall not 
grant anyone a right, exclusive or otherwise, to conduct an auction sale 
during the convention. The Association may obtain further revenue from 
the membership by the sale of badges and tickets to convention functions, 
the local club acting only as host.” 

COMMENT. The auction sale is considered one of the great drawing cards 
at any convention. Most members are interested in the auction to some extent 
and some only attend the convention because of the auction. In addition, 
elimination of the auction would deprive some members of the only opportunity, 
during the year, to personally participate in an auction sale. The Association 
usually derives about $1000.00 from commissions on the auction sale. 

For the above reasons, after deliberate consideration, the Committee 
believes that the adoption of this Resolution is contrary to the best interests of 
the Association and, therefore, recommends unfavorable action on the Resolu- 
tion. 

However, while recommending unfavorable action, the Committee believes 
this Resolution does contain some elements of merit. We believe that conven- 
tion procedure is not adequately covered by the By-Laws. Therefore, if Reso- 
lution No. 8 is rejected the Committee proposes to introduce a resolution to 
have a Committee appointed to study and make recommendations toward 
standardizing such convention procedure as appears desirable. 

On Resolution No. 8, the Committee recommends unfavorable action. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution No. 8 be NOT adopted. 


RESOLUTION NO. 9 

RESOLVED that the President appoint a committee of not less than three 
members to perform the following functions: 

(a) Explore the desirability of standardizing A.N.A. convention procedure. 

(b) Make recommendations to the Executive Board via the By-Laws Com- 
mittee for incorporation in the By-Laws of such standardization of convention 
procedure as appears desirable. These recommendations to be available to the 
Executive Board prior to March 1, 1951. 

The Committee recommends favorable action. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution No. 9 be adopted. 

RESOLUTION NO. 10 

This Resolution proposes a new sub-division to Section 7 of Article 4 of the 
By-Laws which defines the duties of the Board of Governors. 

RESOLVED that a new sub-division to Section VII of Article 4 be added 
as follows: 

“To take such action as they may deem appropriate to protect collectors and 

the public from illegal dealings In the field of numismatics." 

The Committee recommends favorable action on this Resolution. 

It was moved and carried that Resolution No. 10 be rejected. A part of the 
discussion was as follows: 

LOYD B. GETTYS: It seems to me that this Association should not 
become involved in pecuniary interests or be a policing organization 
between parties who may be selling or buying gold notes. I am firmly of 
the opinion we would be making a serious mistake if we attempt to set 
ourselves up as a policing body that has to do with so-called pecuniary 
interests, therefore I move that we do not adopt Resolution 10. 
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We have one additional committee report, the Medallic Art Committee. 
It is in relation to the resolution that was adopted at the San Francisco 
convention, Number 12, that had to report out on a favorable motion to 
create an artistic medal and present it. 

I would like to say that Julius Windner, chairman of the Medallic 
Art Committee, is a medallic artist, and he has given the Association 
much of his skill and art, and we welcome him to speak on this subject. 

JULIUS WINDNER: Members of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion: It was proposed that we should create every now and then, medals 
for subscription, and I consider that the American Numismatic Association 
is not in business or it is not our province to create medals of that order. 
It is all right for medals for merit or any particular function that some- 
body does, tb benefit numismatics, and benefit the organization, but I am 
against issuing medals to be offered for sale. We have concerns which 
are engaged in that class of work, and their report is not so favorable, 
so I suggest that should be declined — the making of medals. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you, Mr. Windner. 

Col. Moss, who is also on this Medallic Art Committee, would like 
to add something to this report. 

COL. MOSS: Ladies and gentlemen: I was a humble member of this 
committee, and I took it upon myself to write to the American Numismatic 
Society. I happened to be a member there for many years, as many of us 
at the present time are also members, and I asked the Secretary of that 
organization if he would be good enough to furnish me with their experi- 
ence in the issuing of medals. I might add also that for a number of 
years they did issue medals, and they were very beautiful, very artistic. 
They issued them in bronze as well as in silver. 

I received a detailed reply from the Secretary, outlining in detail what 
their experience had been. In several cases they had certain men of 
wealth who financed the proposition to the extent of paying for the artist 
and for making the dies, etc., and even then they didn’t sell enough, and 
there was quite a deficit. 

For instance, one which I think is one of the finest medals of the 
Washington type, they issued in 1938 and their loss was something like 
five hundred and some odd dollars without counting overhead of the insti- 
tution, and they still have on hand, after all these years, some of those 
bronze medals and some of those silver medals, and therefore their experi- 
ence being what it was, the Secretary wrote that they had no desire to 
continue with such a project, and hence I am in accord with what has 
been previously told you by the chairman of this committee. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you. Col. Moss. 

Among the officers’ reports there are two committees the chairmen 
of which are not in attendance. I would like to take this time to present 
a commentary on these two committees. First, the report of the Coin 
Purchase Committee which has been buying coins primarily for memorial 
loan exhibits as publicly displayed at the Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the Joslyn Memorial in Omaha. The Executive Board 
in its meeting before this convention on Friday, went over this activity. 
It had to report out on the motion that was enacted at the Springfield 
Board convention wherein a new honorary office, that of curator of the 
American Numismatic Association, was created. In my report to the 
convention I mentioned this. This Board meeting . . . they are in this 
hotel . . . brought forth but one name that was outstanding for this par- 
ticular job, and I believe that it is in good form to announce to this con- 
vention the Board is looking to Vernon L. Brown to be the curator of the 
American Numismatic Association. The Chair would like to have an 
expression along this line. (Applause.) 
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PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you, Captain Dodson. We have a 
little time before 12 o’clock. We were admirably entertained last evening. 
The Education Committee and its activities headed by Governor Brown, 
who is not a candidate for re-election, is working in connection with the 
Educational activities of this Association and has been most generous and 
thoughtful, and I believe that he could add something to the workings of 
this convention and this Association by making some recommendations 
on how we should continue in this type of numismatic education. 

Will you approach the Chair and give us your thoughts, because we 
have never recorded any definite program on education. It’s been filled up 
each year as a committee function. 

VERNON L. BROWN: Members and guests: I am quite surprised 
to have President Sheldon call me on this proposition, but I have enjoyed 
immensely working on this Education Committee. My work at the bank 
is along the lines of education, because we are interested in fostering the 
science of numismatics as much as possible. 

As many of you know, the general Education Committee, when it was 
formed, was supposed to act as an over-all committee for the various 
educational functions of the Association. Under that committee we had 
about six or seven sub-committees. Well, it soon developed that was an 
unwieldy body, with the result that these sub-committees have more or 
less functioned as committees, so that now the general Education Com- 
mittee, while it is helpful to the other committees - its job the last year 
has been more or less arranging the educational programs at. the conven- 
tions. 

I think many of you ... I hope most of you . . . enjoyed the program 
last night. There have been many comments as to why we don’t have 
more such programs during the convention period. We asked for the 
submission of papers to be read at the convention each year, but very 
few of those papers are read. 

In other words, these men take time and effort to write the papers, 
and then they are printed in The Numismatist, but not read at the con- 
vention. The paper or talk that was given by Dr. Limpert last night will 
be offered for publication. 

Now it seems to me that we possibly could have another educational 
meeting during the convention period. If that is the desire of the member- 
ship body, I am sure that the general Education Committee will be glad 
to arrange an additional program, maybe have two or three such affairs 
rather than just one. It doesn’t necessarily have to take the same form 
as our program last night. It may be that we could have just smaller 
discussion periods, ten, fifteen minutes, half an hour, on certain specialized 
topics, and set aside a certain room or location for those interested where 
they could come and discuss those things. 

If any of you have suggestions which you feel we can properly incor- 
porate in the convention as an educational procedure, I am sure that the 
next chairman of the general Education Committee would greatly appreci- 
ate it. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: Thank you. Governor Brown. The educa- 
tional activity of the A.N.A. is probably our greatest responsibility. Cer- 
tainly our federal charter has committed us to the science of numismatics 
in the non-pecuniary form. It certainly can have no better interpretation 
than these affairs such as last night. It was indeed immensely enjoyed, I 
believe. 

It is going to be the recommendation of the present Executive Board 
to the next Executive Board to broaden this activity in every way possible. 
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Visual Education Committee. The report was presented by Glenn B. Smed- 
ley, preceded by the following comments: 

GLENN B. SMEDLEY: I assume that all of you can read and if you 
are interested, you will read our report in the report of officers and com- 
mittees. I hope you will. I think that looking at the things is better than 
reading, though, and that is why we showed the slides here the other 
evening - to show you what the slides are. Also, I prepared this map and 
I know you can’t see it back there, but I have had it in the exhibit case 
and maybe you will look at it later. It shows where the slides have been 
used over the country during this past year, and if your town isn’t on the 
map, I hope it will be next year, because you are missing a good bet if 
you are not using these slides. Thank you! 

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 

EDWARD T. NEWELL VISUAL EDUCATION COMMITTEE 

Following several years of experimentation in the making of coin and 
medal slides, and the release of one set during the 1948-1949 fraternal year, 
three more sets were put into circulation early in the current year. Two more 
sets are being released as of September 1. 

Demand for the four sets, and their reception by club members, has been 
excellent. During the 1949-1950 fraternal year, the four sets were shown at 
41 club meetings in 19 states, and at present they are scheduled for 21 showings 
during the remainder of 1950, and for one date in 1951. The six sets, in order 
of their dates of release, are as follows: Colonial Notes and Coins, Com- 
memorative Half Dollars: U. S. Types, Half Cents to Twenty Cents; U. S. Types, 
Quarters to Silver Dollars; Commemorative Coins and Medals (not including 
Half Dollars); and Private Gold Coins. 

While these sets have been in almost constant use during the past eight 
months, the Committee feels that many clubs are failing to recognize the 
value of this means of studying coins and medals. Only 27 of the more than 
160 clubs affiliated with A.N.A. have scheduled one or more sets. Two sets were 
used during National Coin Week, in addition to a group of miscellaneous slides 
which were sent to one A.N.A. member for use of a television program during 
that week. 

The difficulty of not being able to identify individual plastic slides has been 
overcome by the use of an electric vibrating engraver. All slides are now being 
numbered so that they can be kept in proper order for showing. 

During the 1949-1950 Fraternal year, this Committee expended $189.53 for 
equipment, material, and postage. In addition to the six sets of slides in circula- 
tion, the Committee’s inventory at present is as follows:

Much work remains to be done in connection with this activity. Other sets 
of slides should be prepared, in addition to improving the mounting,of the plastic 
impressions. Transportation of sets to and from clubs would be facilitated and 
made less expensive if all restrictions concerning coin impressions for educa- 
tional purposes could be cleared by the proper U. S. Governmental Departments.

It was moved and carried that the above report be accepted with thanks. 
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This is only a recommendation to the next elected Board. 

We have a lot of respect for you as a curator, Vernon, and I believe 
the Association would be most happily adding to its structure to have you 
as its curator, along with the Chase National Bank. I only hope the next 
Board will make this recommendation and offer it to Vernon Brown and 
that he can accept. 

[In a subsequent action of the Executive Board, Vernon Brown was 

appointed as Curator of the Association, and the appointment was 

accepted.] 

The last report among the officers’ reports is that of the Numismatic 
Textbook Committee. This committee was set up by resolution to create 
a textbook. Captain Dodson was the chairman until he went to sea. Now 
the work of that committee has progressed as reported by Dr. Howe, from 
Louisville University in Kentucky, who has been heading up the Textbook 
Committee. 

The Board meeting Friday took action and concluded the work of the 
Textbook Committee as such and created a new committee, that of Edi- 
torial Textbook Committee, to now take the work, the frame, if you please, 
that has been adopted by the convention, and this committee will be 
charged with the duty to proceed, have written the various chapters, the 
editing, and bring it up to the point of actual publication if not publication 
as well. This will be the duty of the next Board - to appoint this com- 
mittee. 

We are looking to Captain Dodson, who has been given an assignment 
as proof of his ability, as Professor of Naval Science at the University 
of Illinois, to again be on this committee. His work is so valuable in this 
connection that the Association is enriched by having him at shore, so he 
can work at this textbook, and I am sure that this convention will go 
along with the action of the next Board, to carry on with this Editorial 
Textbook work. 

Mr. General Secretary, do you have any announcements or communi- 
cations? 

GENERAL SECRETARY REAGAN: I have here a cable from Paris, 
from Hans Schulman, who wires as follows: Regretting unable being pres- 
ent. Wish you all wonderful time. Congratulations new officers. Am 
drinking glass French wine to your health tonight in Paris. (Applause) 

I have a few personal letters wishing the same sort of thing. They 
include a word of welcome from Joe Silverman of Brooklyn and from 
other members in Brooklyn. 

There were some announcements, following which the meeting was 
adjourned until 10 a. m., Tuesday, August 29. 

TUESDAY SESSION 

The Tuesday morning meeting convened at the Schroeder Hotel on 
August 29, 1950, at 10:20 a. m. o’clock with President Sheldon presiding 
as follows: 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: The third session of business of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association will please come to order. Good morning, 
everybody! Our first order of business is the final report of the Proxy 
Committee. 

This report was presented by Mrs. Panosh and accepted as read. The 
President extended to Mrs. Panosh, and her committee, the cordial thanks 
of the members for the time and effort spent in the preparation and 
presentation of the reports. 

The next order of business was the report of the Edward T. Newell 
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RESOLUTION NO. 16 

BE IT RESOLVED that the By-Laws be amended by adding to Article IV 
Section 7, a new sub-section (m) reading as follows: ' 


(m) Remove from office any elected or appointed officer who does not or 
cannot meet the requirements of his office. 


COMMENT. In President Sheldon’s report a recommendation was made 
to the effect that on acceptance of a nomination for office, a candidate should 
provide, in addition to the personal history, such information as ability to 
furnish any required bond at the expense of the Association, willingness and 
ability to perform the duties of the office, and willingness to accept the com- 
pensation paid by the Association for such services. 

The members have the right to assume that if any member nominates 
another for any office in the Association, the nominator knows that the nominee 
is qualified for the position, and that in accepting the nomination, the nominee 
agrees that he is willing to perform the duties and will accept the compensation 
paid for services in the office to which he seeks election. In accepting, the 
nominee should also firmly believe that he can ably serve in the office and be 
bonded if the office so requires. If these duties of nominators or nominees are 
at any time disregarded, and if the candidate should be elected and should later 
developments prove that the officer is unqualified to serve the Association, the 
Executive Board under Article IV, Section 7, has the implied right to remove 
him from office. However, such right is not specifically provided for. Therefore, 
in order to set up removals from office as a specific power, rather than an 
implied power, this Resolution No. 16 is submitted as a new sub-section (m) to 
be added to Section 7, Article IV. 

Chairman moves the adoption of this Resolution. 

The motion was seconded and carried, and Resolution No. 16 was thereby 
adopted. 


RESOLUTION NO. 17 

RESOLVED that the Executive Board be directed to appropriate the sum 
of Five Hundred Dollars for the continuation, during the next twelve months, 
of the work of the Edward T. Newell Visual Education Committee in develop- 
ing transparencies, films, and plastic slides for the use of the membership in 
illustrated lectures. 

The Chairman moves the adoption of this Resolution. 

The motion was seconded and carried, and Resolution No. 17 was thereby 
adopted. 


RESOLUTION NO. 18 

RESOLVED that the President appoint a Building Committee to explore 
the possibilities of establishing a national headquarters and report its findings 
to the next convention. 

The Chairman moves the adoption of this resolution. 

The motion was seconded and carried, and Resolution No. 18 was thereby 
adopted. 

It should be reported for the record that in a subsequent meeting of the 
Executive Board, the resolutions which were adopted by the convention, includ- 
ing those which involved amendment to the By-Laws, were aproved by the 
Executive Board and by the Board of Governors, and all such amendments are 
now in effect. _ General Secretary 

CAPTAIN DODSON: Mr. President, this concludes the committee 
report. The members of the committee unanimously desire to express 
their appreciation of the fine services rendered by the first lady of our 
Association, Mrs. Vernon Sheldon, in extending to us clerical and typing 
assistance. Respectfully submitted - Col. James W. Curtis, Christian M 
Petersen, Theo. C. Neitzke, C. David Pierce and Captain O. H. Dodson 
Chairman. ' 

PRESIDEN't SHELDON: This, I believe, is a splendid job well done. 

COL. MOSS: I move a vote of thanks be tendered it, to Capt. Dodson 
and to each and every member who served on that committee for the 
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FINAL REPORT OF THE RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE 

CAPTAIN DODSON: Mr. President, members and ladies and gentle- 
men. 

RESOLUTION NO. 13 

WHEREAS an annual presidential appointment has, and will be made, of 
a chairman of National Coin Week, 

WHEREAS former chairmen of National Coin Weeks have invariably 
expended considerable effort in addition to the donation of personal funds, 

WHEREAS the successful promotion of past National Coin Weeks have 
been inadequately rewarded, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the A.N.A. recognize the valued service to Numis- 
matics so unselfishly performed by past chairmen of National Coin Weeks, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the A.N.A. evidence its gratitude and 
appreciation by the presentation of suitably inscribed recognition certificates 
to all past and future Chairmen of National Coin Weeks. 

The Chairman moves the adoption of this Resolution. 

The motion was seconded and carried, and Resolution No. 13 was thereby 
adopted. 

RESOLUTION NO. 14 

RESOLVED that in recognition of the many years of faithful and diligent 
service rendered by Mr. George H. Blake as the Treasurer of the American 
Numismatic Association that the President be authorized to appoint said Mr. 
George H. Blake as Treasurer Emeritus. 

The Chairman moves the adoption of this Resolution. 

The motion was seconded and carried, and Resolution No. 14 was thereby 
adopted. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: I think this is a grand expression to Mr. 
Blake and it is only regrettable that he isn’t here. I had a letter from 
him, and I am sure that he will happily receive this expression in memory 
of his fine work for his great number of years of service. I am now 
ordering that the general secretary pass along to him a special letter 
explaining this action. 


RESOLUTION NO. 15 

RESOLVED that the By-Laws be amended so that the appointed office of 
Curator be included in Article IV, Section 7(h) which, after amendment, will 
read: 

(h) Appoint an Advertising Manager, an Editor of the official magazine, a 
Curator and a Librarian, and fix the compensation of each. If deemed 
advisable, more than one position may be held by the same person. 

Be it also resolved that a new section be added to Article VI defining the 
duties of the Curator so that after amendment it will read: 

Section 6. A Curator of the American Numismatic Association shall be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Board annually and at such other times as the 
office may become vacant. The duties of the Curator shall be to coordinate 
and supervise all of the numismatic properties of the Association other than 
the library, and to have supervision over coin purchases and the activities 
of the visual education committee. 

Section 5, the words “Librarian-Curator” to now read “Librarian.” 

COMMENT. This Resolution is introduced to comply with President 
Sheldon’s recommendation in his annual report for the appointment of a 
Curator. 

The Chairman moves the adoption of this Resolution. 

The motion was seconded and carried, and Resolution No. 15 was thereby 
adopted. 

The President made the following comment: 

The convention yesterday made a most unanimous expression to have 
Vernon Brown appointed to this office, and it looks, since our instrument 
has been revised, this can be brought into being.

He is the 
President of the Phoenix Coin Club, and they have a national coin week 
record that is outstanding. I would like to ask the convention to give 
the Phoenix President a rousing cheer.

MR. SHERER: I have a special invitation from the Phoenix Coin Club 
and with your permission I would like to read it. 

Phoenix, Arizona. 

August, 1950 

To the Board of Governors and 
Members of the American Numismatic 
Association, in Convention Assembled, 
at Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 


Greetings: 

Phoenix, Arizona, and the Phoenix Coin Club invite you to Phoenix and 
the Valley of the Sun for your 1951 annual convention. 

Your first reaction will have to do with the heat, so let's answer that right 
at the start. It is hot in Phoenix, in August, but it is a different sort of heat. 
We have very low relative humidity and as a result what you might call 
excessive heat in most parts of the country can be borne, in Phoenix, with the 
minimum of discomfort. In addition, Phoenix is the air-conditioned capital of 
the United States. Homes, stores, hotels, almost everything, is air-cooled and 
temperature can be controlled to suit every whim. We can assure you perfect 
indoor comfort no matter what the outside temperature may be. 

All planes, trains and busses are also air-conditioned so you can also come 
and go in complete comfort. 

If you are still skeptical, we sincerely request that you give us the benefit 
of the doubt. You will be agreeably surprised. 

Either coming or going, we have many attractions you will want to see. 
Some of these attractions are as follows: 

The Grand Canyon of Arizona is just north of us and enjoys 
splendid rail, bus, or private auto connections. The Canyon is one of 
the wonders of the modern world, although it is as old as our country. 

It is directly on your way from the North, East or West. 

To the East is Carlsbad Caverns, another world wonder, and, just 
southeast, our own Colossas Cave, fairly new, but well worth seeing. 
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COL. MOSS: Mr. President and members of the convention. A few 
days ago I received a letter from our newly constituted honorary treasurer, 
Mr. George Blake. He asked that I introduce a resolution to the effect 
that the ballots of this convention be impounded for a period of six 
months and placed in the custody of someone to be selected by our Presi- 
dent, and after that to be destroyed. I have been considering that matter 
very seriously in my own mind, and I have asked the benefit and advice 
which I have sought, of some of the members, and accordingly I would 
like to present this motion: I move that the ballots be impounded for a 
period of sixty days. We thought six months was too long. Also that the 
same be placed in the custody of an A.N.A. member to be appointed by 
the President, who was not a candidate for office in the recent election. I 
move the adoption of the resolution that I have just read. 

The motion was seconded (and subsequently carried) but there was 
a considerable amount of discussion and amendment to the motion to the 
effect that the surplus ballot material be destroyed and that the im- 
pounded ballots be placed in the hands of a committee (L. W. Culver of 
Milwaukee was appointed as that committee) and that any member, upon 
written request to the President, at his own expense, and at the conveni- 
ence of the committee, in the presence of two or more witnesses, may 
examine the ballots without removing the same from the custody of the 
committee, and that after the expiration of the 60-day period, the com- 
mittee is authorized and directed to destroy the ballots and to notify the 
President that it had done so. 

It was moved by J. H. Morris, Jr., and seconded by Michael Powills that 
the report of the Election Committee be accepted with thanks. The motion 
carried unanimously. 

PRESIDENT SHELDON: Our next order of business will be the 
installation of officers. Will Mr. Charles Wormser act as the installation 
officer? He is the son of the great president of the A.N.A., the late Moritz 
Wormser, in memory of whom we have named the collection in the Smith- 
sonian Institution. It is a pleasure to introduce Mr. Wormser, and it is a 
pleasure to have Mr. Wormser install the newly-elected officers. 

CHARLES WORMSER: Thank you very much, Mr. President. I 
wonder if I can ask for the officers to come to the rostrum — those who 
have been elected? (All the elected officers came forward.) Mr. President, 
ladies and gentlemen: I don’t have to tell you that this is a very great 
honor that has been given me. Two years ago in Boston I also had the 
pleasure and the honor to install the officers. Now, it is a coincidence that 
in Boston in 1948 all the incumbent officers who were running for office 
were re-elected. That is the situation today; all incumbents who were 
running for office in 1950 also have been elected. That in itself shows the 
confidence that all members of the American Numismatic Association 
are showing in their officers, and I think you will join me in saying that 
each and every one is to be very much congratulated. 

Now, the election was a source of personal happiness to me. Vernon 
Brown, who did not run for the Board of Governors, is a very close 
personal friend of mine, and his position is being taken by Captain Dodson 
who, too, I am proud to say, is a close friend of mine. Frankly, I don’t 
want to embarrass Oscar Dodson; nonetheless, I think that I would like 
to take this opportunity to tell you just a little something about him. 
During the War it was my good fortune, because I can say it in retrospect, 
to Serve in the same task force as Oscar Dodson. His position was staff 
communicator on the task force and I had the position of being the com- 
munications officer in one of the ships of that group. I might add that at 
the particular time I was having a little difficulty with the commanding 
officer -not a very enviable spot, and I might say that if at any time 
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In the meeting of the Executive Board, following the convention, the invita- 
tion to hold the 1951 convention in Phoenix was officially accepted. The next 
convention of the A.N.A. will be held in Phoenix, Arizona, on August 25-29, 1951.

The corn-planters of America were responsible for the great pre- 
columbian civilizations and the survival of the early European migrants 
— hence the Amerindian planting with digging stick in hand on the ob- 
verse side. A license was taken in the background — portraying literally 
“dark of the moon,” the favorite planting time of our white forebears. 
The reverse side ; the sun above the rainbow personifies the moisture and 
heat bringing to fruition the planter’s efforts. 

ABOUT THE ARTIST 

Donal Hord was born in 1902 at Prentice, Wisconsin. He came to 
live in San Diego, Calif, in 1916. From 1926-8 he attended the Santa 
Barbara School of the Arts, studying modeling and lost-wax casting 
under Archibald Dawson of Glasgow, Scotland. The Gould Memorial 
Scholarship enabled him to travel and study ancient and modern art 
forms in Mexico, 1928-9. In 1929-30 he studied briefly at the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy and at the Beaux Arts in New York. 

Since 1930 he has lived and worked in San Diego, devoting himself 
to stone and wood sculpture. He received $1,000 grant from the Amer- 
ican Academy of Arts and Letters in 1942 and the Medal of Merit and 
award of $1,000 from the same Academy in 1948. He is a Fellow of the 
National Sculpture Society, 1942; Associate of the National Academy of 
Design, 1943; Guggenheim Fellow 1945 and 1947. Elected member of 
the National Institute of Arts and Letters 1950.

In commemoration of its centennial year, 1950, the City of Kansas 
City, Missouri, has issued a medal showing on the obyerse the city sky 
line in 1850 and in 1950, surrounded by the lettering “Kansas City Cen- 
tennial,” and on the reverse the City Hall and the lettering “Kansas City, 
Missouri — The Heart of America” in two lines and the dates 1850-1950. 
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latest information is that these tokens have taken on the aspects of the 
“MUERA HUERTA’' pesos of Mexico. It will be recalled that de la 
Huerta was so mad that he decreed the death penalty for anyone caught 
with one in his possession. The Spanish penalty is only a prison term 
but they have gone into hiding. 

Felipe Mateu y Llopis in his book “La Moneda Espanola” gives a 
list of the tokens which is as follows:

The above list is far from complete but is the best that I know of 
to date. I have other tokens which probably belong in this series but 
unless information on the subject can be obtained from our Spanish 
members I see no way of definitely allocating them. 


HISTORY OF THE GREAT SEAL OF THE UNITED STATES 

By WALTER TANCZA, White Plains, N. Y. 

(A paper read before the Westchester County Coin Club, July 18, 1950.) 

The obverse of the present Great Seal of the United States with slight 
modification of details is the same as that adopted originally in 1782. The 
reverse of the seal is never used and has never been cut. On July 4, 1776, the 
day of the adoption of the Declaration of Independence, the Continental Con- 
gress appointed a committee consisting of Benjamin Franklin, John Adams, and 
Thomas Jefferson to devise a seal of the new nation. The committee reported 
a design on August 20, but of that plan nothing was ever used, except the 
motto. Another committee offered a new sketch in 1780, which included a 
shield with red and white stripes and the constellation in a cloud. In 1782 
William Barton, a private citizen of Philadelphia, submitted designs to another 
committee. Of these the reverse was adopted, but the obverse was considered 
further by Charles Thomson, the secretary of the Continental Congress. He 
made an eagle with expanded wings as the central figure and borrowed other 
elements from earlier reports. 

On June 20, 1782, Congress adopted the seal thus devised and the obverse 
was cut and put in use. The new government under the National Constitution 
took over the seal, by act of September 15, 1789, and placed it in the custody 
of the Secretary of State, where it has remained. In 1841 the Secretary, with- 
out authority, had a new die of the seal cut, which made changes which were 
contrary to the design as prescribed by the original law. This die, called the 
“illegal seal," remained in use until the act of July 7, 1884, authorized a new 
one in close adherence to the original form. A further seal was cut in 1903. Its 
use is restricted to papers bearing the signature of the President, different 
seals being used for other purposes, and also for several minor papers which 
have the presidential signature. Though the reverse is never used as a seal, 
both the obverse and reverse appear on the one dollar bill. 
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The design was suggested by Mr. L. P. Cookingham, City Manager, 
and executed by Mr. Thornton Manry of the Green Jewelry Company, 
Kansas City, who struck the medals. Eight copies were struck in gold, 
one each of which was presented to Postmaster General Donaldson, who 
acted for President Truman at the ceremony opening the Centennial 
Celebration, and to Gloria Swanson, who crowned the Centennial Queen, 
twelve copies in silver, and 10,000 copies were struck in 95% copper 
bronze for general distribution. 


POSTAGE STAMP MONEY OF SPAIN 

By P. K. ANDERSON, San Antonio, Texas 

In times of stress many countries have used the common postage 
stamp as a medium of exchange. Our own United States used an encased 
stamp for small change during the Civil War period and after World 
War I several European countries had them also. As a general rule these 
issues were by private persons and the encased stamps carried on their 
reverse the advertisement of the firm or individual of issue. Official use 
of postage stamps are rare and I only know of two instances in which 
this form of money circulated under official orders. 

Immediately after the fall of the Czarist government during World 
War I all forms of metallic money disappeared leaving the Bolsheviks to 
provide a substitute. Postage stamps were printed in the values of 1, 2 
and 3 kopeks. These stamps were not gummed and were printed on card- 
board. They are illustrated in The Numismatist for May 1919 on page 218. 

During the uprising in Spain the same phenomena occurred and the 
Government of Generalissimo Franco found itself in the identical position 
that the Bolshevik government had been at an earlier date. In 1937 it 
was decided to use postage stamp currency but in a slightly different form 
from that used by the Russians. A cardboard disc 36 millimeters in 
diameter was cut out and stamped with the coat of arms of Spain. On 
the other side was glued current postage stamps of various values. The 
one illustrated is for 25 centimos and is brick red in color. It is not can- 
celled. My philatelist friends may call me on the color of this stamp, but 
it looks brick red to me. 



During this same period there was a huge striking of a token coinage 
in Catalonia. These tokens were issued by municipalities and were to 
circulate in restricted areas. Some of them were well executed while 
others were very crude. They are very difficult to obtain today and my 
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renewed, or extended with banking or discounting privileges.” Regarding 
currency the law read, '‘In no case shall the Legislature have power to 
issue Treasury warrants. Treasury notes, or paper of any description 
intended to circulate as money. The Legislature shall also prohibit by 
law, individuals from issuing bills, checks, or promissory notes, or other 
paper to circulate as money.” The latter clause caused the first Texas 
legislature to decree that “No person or persons within this State shall 
issue any bill, promissory note, check or other paper to circulate as 
money.” 

But having thus created the dilemma of a State without any medium 
of exchange except seldom seen specie, the legislators were forced to sit 
back and give their silent approval or consent to tbe manner in which this 
situation was overcome. 

The first such alleviating event was the long delayed opening of the 
Commercial & Agriculture Bank of Galveston, on Dec. 30, 1847, with a 
reputed $100,000 in specie. This figure was apparently an overstatement 
for by 1849 the bank was in need of more capital. Late in 1848 a branch 
at Huntsville was opened, and agencies established at New Orleans and 
Akron, Ohio. 

A letter is extant wherein Cashier McMillen wrote owner Williams 
that he had signed 25 sheets of $20, $50 and $100 notes and mentioned 
$200,000 in notes having been issued. 

In 1853 the bank was sued to recover penalties for its alleged illegal 
issue of banknotes circulating as money, in violation of the new State 
law. The bank rested its case on the strength of the original date of its 
Mexican charter, which had also been recognized by the Republic of 
Texas. The matter continued in doubt for several years but the State 
Supreme Court finally decided against the bank. This action plus the 
death of Williams in 1858 resulted in the firm’s demise.

The second manner in which the shortage of currency was overcome 
was that practiced by the R. and D. G. Mills firm of Galveston. Its com- 
mission house business forced it to provide a convenient form of indebt- 
edness to its customers. When currency became scarce it bought up and 
endorsed a large number of notes on the defunct “Northern Bank of 
Mississippi” at Holly Springs.

Scrip 

The large issues of Treasury Notes and outside bank currency 
reduced the need for this type of currency to a minimum. Only a few 
cities and private firms printed scrip and its circulation was extremely 
limited. These include Austin ($1, $2, $3 and $5); Houston (121/2^5, 250, 
500 and $1), and Carolina ($2). The Nacogdoches Real Estate & 
Exchange Co. ($10), and Kelsey H. Douglas ($1, $2, $3 and $5), both 
of Nacogdoches, printed speculative private scrip. 

4. CURRENCY AND BANKING IN THE STATE OF TEXAS, 1846-1861 

In February, 1846, the Republic of Texas was annexed to the United 
States. Its economic life at the time was plagued with an almost empty 
treasury and an open dispute with Mexico over boundaries which later 
culminated in war. 

The new State assumed the debts of the Republic, but relinquished 
claim to parts of New Mexico, Colorado and Wyoming in exchange for 
ten million dollars. This fund was used to retire all indebtedness of the 
former government. It was soon found that the debt claims exceeded 
this amount, however. It was decided to honor claims according to the 
actual value each type of debt previously had. On this basis the printed 
interest notes of 1837 received full payment, the engraved interest notes 
of 1838 and 1839 received 500 on the dollar, and the red-back non-interest- 
bearing notes received 250 on the dollar. Claims had to be presented by 
the first Monday of Sept. 1851. 

The first Constitution of the new State placed financial activities in 
the hands of private bankers, with privileges of exchange and discount 
only. Its provisions read, “No corporate body shall hereafter be created. 
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as issued, however. Upon their acceptance for State dues, their existence 
as a major war-time circulating medium was assured in spite of any 
drawbacks. 

At least 23 acts of the Legislature from Feb. 3, 1860 to Nov. 15, 
1864 authorized new issues of this currency. The bills were presumably 
printed in Austin, with the date, appropriation number, and name of the 
payee written in by hand. 

On Aug. 31, 1864, $1,395,868.60 of these notes were outstanding and 
slightly over two million dollars of them were circulating at the end of 
the war. Following close of the war, the obligation of these notes was 
necessarily repudiated.

Following the example set by the State government, many Counties 
also issued printed warrants between 1862 and 1865. These formed a 
considerable part of the currency, especially in localities where the State 
warrants were less numerous or hardly seen at all, for one reason or 
another. The part these notes played during the war has been greatly 
underestimated. No decision was found finding them to be illegal, 
although they were so regarded in some quarters. The regular Treasury 
warrants of the State have been well catalogued, but it is believed this 
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Partly because of the tight money situation and partly because of 
the firm’s good reputation, the people accepted these notes willingly for 
almost any amount. '‘Mill’s money” became a common currency in Texas. 

The legality of these notes was also questioned, but in this case the 
Supreme Court decided the laws of Texas had not been violated, inas- 
much as the latter did not prohibit re-issue of outside notes. 

Meanwhile, the ordinary functions of banking were taken care of by 
small private firms, which almost invariably engaged in two or more 
businesses under the same roof. In the smaller towns it was often per- 
formed in connection with money lending or retail establishments. In 
larger cities, mercantile commission merchants did much of the banking. 

The pathetic lack of money during this period is perhaps best illus- 
trated in an advertisement in the Texas Almanac, by a Palestine law firm. 
It read, “. . . in the absence of banks and paper currency, we connected 
with our office two years ago, the feature of buying and selling 
exchange . . 

But in 1854, B. A. Shepherd of Houston opened an “Exchange and 
Collection Office,” probably the first exclusive banking house in Texas 
and one of the few to operate as such under the new State Constitution. 

Upon closing of the Commercial & Agricultural Bank in 1859, Mills 
Company money and other out-of-State currency, mostly Southern, were 
the only banknotes remaining in circulation. 

Despite the drawback of underdevelopment, it may be said that 
Texas had a fairly well organized commercial banking system in oper- 
ation on the eve of the Civil War, in fact if not in name. This \vas par- 
ticularly true of the larger cities. 

5. CURRENCY AND BANKING IN THE CONFEDERATE STATE OF 
TEXAS, 1861-1865. 

Texas joined the Confederacy in 1861, and although least affected by 
the war itself of all Southern States, it nevertheless experienced its third 
monetary change wthin 25 years of independence. 

Immediate effects were the abolition of outside banknotes, whose 
value became doubtful and difficult to determine, and the adoption of new 
currency regulations under the hastily written new Constitution. The 
latter document continued previous restrictions on issuance of currency. 
State banks, or organization of any corporation with banking powers. 

But with both specie and out-of-State currency reduced to an abso- 
lute minimum, a void was again created in the money situation which 
the government itself had to solve this time. 

However, unlike most of the Confederate States, Texas did not issue 
large amounts of State currency based upon the “faith of the govern- 
ment” to pay. Instead, Treasury Warrants were issued. 

These Warrants were drawn in favor of persons who held military 
or Civil Service claims against the government, although actually they 
were only an improved form of the original Treasury notes of 1837. They 
differed from the latter in that actual incoming revenue backed this cur- 
rency, however. All warrants drawn by the Comptroller were counter- 
signed by the Treasurer from funds appropriated by the legislature. 
Taxes and other State obligations were made payable in this currency. 
Due to lack of funds these warrants could not at all times be paid as fast 
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limited number of notes in circulation. These were augmented by the 
commercial draft, of course, used principally in the cotton trade. 

The monetary situation in Texas was comparatively uneventful 
during the Civil War. This was true because no large, inflationary issue 
of State notes was made, and also because Texas was spared the blight 
of any large scale battle or invasion. For this reason the economic 
structure was kept intact for practically the entire war period. Perhaps 
the war’s greatest effect was its interruption of an economic expansion 
that had begun before 1860. 

6. CURRENCY AND BANKING IN THE TEXAS RECONSTRUCTION 
PERIOD, 1865-1876 

As early as Sept. 1865, Texas was ready to move forward again, 
although the first Reconstruction Constitution was not ready until 1866. 

The approach to banking and currency this time was entirely dif- 
ferent to previous attempts, due to the inception of federal greenbacks 
and the national banking system. The latter came to Texas on Sept. 22, 
1865, when the First National Bank of Galveston was granted Charter 
1566. Its operations were concerned largely with the cotton trade. 

This firm was followed by the National Bank of Texas, also at Gal- 
veston, organized Mar. 9, 1866, Charter 1642, and the First National 
Bank of Houston, Charter 1644, organized Mar. 22, 1866. The only 
other such institution to open in Texas before 1870 was the San Antonio 
National Bank, Charter 1657, organized July 30, 1866. 

The 1866 Constitution gave added importance and duties to na- 
tional banks when it again prohibited corporations from exercising State 
banking privileges. This forced all banking into the national institutions, 
with their large $50,000 capital requirement, or the unregulated private 
banks in small towns. 

The large capital requirements of national banks kept them from 
spreading into the smaller communities and by 1868 the Texas Almanac 
listed fifteen private bankers, seven in Galveston, two each in San An- 
tonio and Houston, and one each at Austin, Waco, Belton, and Brenham. 

In 1869 the second Reconstruction Constitution was written. This 
document permitted for the first time incorporation of State banks by 
special charter grants from the legislature. However, none had currency 
issuing privileges. Savings banks were also allowed to incorporate under 
these regulations, but later required an amendment in 1874 due to failure 
of the original act to contain an enabling clause. 

7. LATER DAY CURRENCY AND BANKING, 1876- ( ) 

A political change occurred in 1876 when “home rule’’ elements 
finally defeated reconstruction forces. A new Constitution of that year 
resulted. This law immediately prohibited any further incorporation of 
State banks, but allowed those already established to continue. Again 
the private banker came into his own. From only 20 in 1869, their num- 
ber rose to 94 in 1877. National banks also progressed during this period, 
and by 1900 were virtually dominating the banking scene in Texas. 

Another new era began in 1905 when the law was changed to permit 
creation of State banks of deposit and discount, upon certification by 
the Sec. of State. This rebirth of State banking proved the death knell 
for the private banker over a period of time. Under the 1905 act, the 
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is the first attempt made to list the County Warrants. Although the 
notes of several important collections were not available to the writer, 
it is believed this partial listing will indicate the popularity of these notes 
for the first time.

PRINTED NOTES OF THE VALLEY MANUFACTURE 

Issuing the hand-written notes satisfied the immediate need for a more con- 
venient exchange medium, but what was more important it gave the municipal 
council time in which to improve their circulating medium. And on January 
22, 1849, a new variety had been prepared and issued in denominations of 500, 
$1, $2, and $3. Although these printed bills were dated January 20, like the bill 
pictured below, they were actually printed on the 22nd. The reason for this is 
that the bills were antedated back to the date of the passing of the resolution. 
Also, the first printing in the Valley was done in connection with these bills on 
a press built by Truman O. Angell.33 

These bills were printed on perforated white paper, and were all uniface. 
Appearing on the face of the bills are the initials G.S.L. (Great Salt Lake); a 
space after the words “good to" was left blank so that the name of the payee 
could be filled in later. Words OR TO THE BEARER were added after the 
name so that the bills would remain negotiable after the first negotiation.

By looking closely, one can see the official seal of the Twelve Apostles 
stamped in the center of the note, the three-point crown over the all-seeing 
eye, and the letters P.S.T.A.P.C.J.C.L.D.S.L.D.A.O.W. encircling the emblem. 
“Added protection was had by stamping each bill with the private seal of the 
Twelve Apostles. The design of the seal consisted of the emblem of the Priest-

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Union Bank and Trust Co. of Houston was given State Charter No. 1, 
while Charter No. 2 went to the American Bank and Trust Co. of 
Houston. 

In 1923 the legislature enacted that it should be “the policy of the 
State that no additional private banking institutions or business shall be 
organized or established.” This law, amended in 1925, allowed existing 
private banks to continue but prohibited organization of any new ones.

SOOTH MEETING OF THE NEW YORK NUMISMATIC CLUB 

The 500th meeting of the New York Numismatic Club was celebrated with 
a special dinner meeting on August 11th, President Damon Douglas, presiding. 
There were twenty-eight members and twenty-three guests present, including 
representatives from the Philadelphia Transportation Coin Club and other 
nearby numismatic organizations. The dinner was preceded by a social hour 
and viewing of exhibits pertaining to the club.

The people generally preferred currency to that of gold dust due to 
the inconvenience of weighing the gold for each transaction, and the loss of 
gold involved. However, some of the Mormons objected strenuously to the 
substitute because of the fear that remained in the minds of those who had 
suffered heavy losses during the wildcat banking era of 1836, and 1837. Of the 
merchantmen who refused to accept the currency, steps were taken to revoke 
their licenses.35 It was later pointed out to these skeptical individuals the dif- 
ference between these notes and the notes of the wildcat banking era in order 
to regain their confidence. The difference was that these notes were backed 
by at least an S0% gold reserve, while the Kirtland notes were issued against 
the security of land at infiated values.36 

“That the strength and good faith of the Mormon “bank" was well estab- 
lished outside the circle of the Saints is attested by the record of dealings 
between the “bank” and the mountaineer trader Thomas L. (Pegleg) Smith of 
Bear River Valley who in a letter to President Young signified a willingness to 
take Mormon currency in exchange for $300 in small coins, as well as for skins, 
furs and robes. In June, Smith deposited both notes and gold dust in the bank. 
The* record shows under date of June 11, a deposit of notes of $274.50 and on 
June 19, a deposit of $357.50 in notes and $81.30 in “dust.” The record carries 
the significant notation, ‘for redemption when dust is coined.’ ”37 


KAY FINALLY SUCCEEDS IN HIS SECOND ATTEMPT 
AT COINING 

Meanwhile, Kay, the English patternmaker, continued working and 
refining the gold dust, and at last the mint was ready for operation. In 
order to test the crucibles, Kay struck a few pattern pieces bearing a 
design on only one side — this time the crucibles did not break. Appar- 
ently the workers were satisfied with the results because the mint went 
into full production and remained so for the remainder of the year.^s 
Joseph Fielding Smith, church historian, made the following state- 
ment concerning the men who participated in the coining of the gold 
coins: “When the Deseret Mint was built, Alfred B. Lambson forged all 
the dies and punches, in fact all that pertained to the mint with the 
exception of the drop hammer, which was forged by Martin H. Beck. 
John Kay cut the dies and coined the money, William Clayton and 
Thomas Bullock being associated with him as accountant and weigher. 
As an expedient before this. Dr. Willard Richards weighed the gold 
dust brought from California and placed it in small packages, repre- 
senting from $1 to $20, which passed current for money. 


ne 'journal History states that on Sept. 10, 1849, Daniel H. Wells and Thomas 
Hullock spent the day in their office destroying between three and four thousand 
dollars worth of paper currency. The reason for burning the currency is not 
known nor do we know which type of currency was burned, but it is logical 
to nresume that the crude hand-written notes were destroyed since they were 
replaced by the printed currency, and the more elaborate Kirtland, notes, and 
the coining of the gold coins — Awt/ior.

She also states that Cary Peables, a merchantman from California, stood by 
and watched the workers run off $4,000 worth of the new coins which he 
received in return for his goods that he sold to the Mormons.

assay due to the fineness of the gold, although it was of full weight. All coins 
made from California gold was, of course, of full weight and value. According 
to Col. Lock, the 1849 $5 gold piece was actually worth $4.51. The mistake was 
later brought to light, but not before losses had been sustained by many who 
had purchased gold on the “relative fineness" theory .4i 

Sacramento Salt Lake Stagecoach Note 

Unfortunately, a unique note has slipped through the fingers of a numis- 
matic expert in Salt Lake City; at one time he possessed a rare $5 Salt Lake 
to Sacramento note. This is the only one of its kind that has been recognized, 
but it has slipped back into obscurity. Norman Shultz, who once possessed the 
Sacramento note, gave the following description concerning the note: It has 
an illustration in the center of a stagecoach being loaded with traveling bags; 
the date is approximately 1850. 

The Drovers Bank Note 

But the gold coins minted by the Mormons did not completely solve the 
problem, because importation of goods constantly drained the city of its circu- 
lating medium. The Mormons were unable to ship goods in return; so cash 
payments were the only way to obtain eastern goods. This situation created a 
constant need for a circulating medium, and gave rise to a host of substitutes. 

Among the many substitutes which flooded the Valley, was a bank note 
printed by W. L. Ormsby of New York for the Drovers Bank then located in 
Leavenworth, Kansas. There has been considerable conjecture as to the dif- 
ferent denominations that were printed for the Drovers Bank, but on the other 
hand there is conclusive evidence that a $1, $2, $3, and $5 note existed. The $1 
note is pictured below, but the $2, $3, and $5 notes are not, they can be seen 
on display at the Chase National Bank, New York City.

According to E. E. Ericksen, a new substitute appeared during the 1850’s 
bearing two rows of figures printed on the upper and lower edges of the bill. 
They varied from one cent to several dollars. Every time a purchase was made 
the merchant would punch the figure which was the amount of the sale. When 
all the figures were punched out, the bills were rendered useless. These bills 
gave the seller trouble in punching out the figures, so they were soon taken out 
of circulation. 

Deseret Scrip 

In 1858, another form of currency called “Deseret Scrip," was issued. The 
designs for these notes were drawn by Henry Maiben and engraved onto copper 
plates by David McKenzie.42 “Deseret Scrip" was issued in $1, $2, $3, and $5

During the year 1849, Livingston and Kinkead brought a large amount of mer- 
chandise into the Valley to sell to the Mormon people, and after the first day 
they had taken in most of the new gold coins that were in circulation, according 
to E. E. Ericksen.

The following is a description of the gold coins minted in Salt Lake City: 
On the obverse, in the center, there are clasped hands with the date 1849 below. 
The legend reads G.S.L.C.P.G. (Great Salt Lake City, Pure Gold) TWO AND 
HALF DO. On the reverse is an illustration of a crown over the all seeing eye; 
around the edge are the words HOLINESS TO THE LORD. The designs on the 
1849 and 1850 coins were all the same with the exception of the 1850 $5 piece. 
It had nine stars around the edge of the obverse side, and a slight change in 
the design of the crown.^o 

It is generally admitted that during the early coinage there was no effort 
made to assay or refine the gold because there was no one connected with the 
mint capable of determining such facts. This fact has been substantiated by 
Captain H. Stansbury in his report on his exploration and survey of Great 
Salt Lake, on page 130. The coinage was done in good faith, however, because 
of the then prevailing theory of “relative fineness.” Because of this fact, the 
Mormons based the worth of all gold upon the purity of California gold. Little 
did they realize that the coins minted from “native gold” were very low in

Unfortunately there are no available records of the coinage that took place 
between 1849 and 1860, and all efforts to obtain knowledge of the amounts 
coined by Kay have proven unsuccessful. ^ ^ ^ , 

After the coining was completed, John Kay went on his second mission, 

and on his return trip he died of a heart attack at the foot of the Black Hills, 

seven miles west of Little Laramie. He was buried there on Sept. 27, 1864. — Taken 
from Col. Lock’s notes. 
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denominations, each having different illustrations. The $1 note has an illustra- 
tion of a group of cattle in the upper portion of the center, while the $2 note 
has an illustration of a farmer plowing with a yoke of oxen. The $2 note, has 
in addition a picture of an early pioneer on the right side, on the left side, 
there is an Indian with his bow and arrow. A sheep shearing scene and two 
women milking cows make up the central design of the $3 note. The $3 note, 
also has in addition a picture of an Indian on the right side, and on the left side 
there is a hunter with his field glasses and powder horn. The illustration on 
the $5 note is that of a group of farmers harvesting wheat. On the right side 
there is a bust of George Washington and an American eagle just below it. 

All notes are similar in the following respects: all notes have the words 
“good only in this territory,” and the Deseret Currency Association will pay the 
bearer so much in livestock, whatever amount is designated on the various 
notes. In addition to this, they all have the Mormon beehive which appears 
just below the central design. All these notes were printed on very thin paper, 
which probably accounts for the fact that they were all printed on only one 
side. 

The Deseret Currency Association was established in order to keep trade 
alive during the dark days, and also to spread good faith and confidence among 
businessmen who had experienced its salutary results. The system worked 
well for all classes of people because it was based upon livestock values.43

The above note reads: Deseret Currency Association will pay the bearer 
two dollars in livestock on presentation of one hundred dollars. Great Salt 
Lake City, Utah Territory, Sept. 9, 1858. At the time this note was signed 
H. B. Clawson was secretary, and Brigham Young was president. In the lower 
right and left hand corners are the words “good only in this territory.” 

BRIGHAM YOUNG vs. PETER K. DOTSON, U. S. MARSHAL 
On August 22, 1860, B. Young brought a civil suit against the late 
U. S. marshal for trespass. The marshal had confiscated the plates upon 
which the Deseret Currency Association Notes were printed by virtue of 
a warrant issued against David McKenzie for forgery. The marshal made 
the arrest and seizure of the plates at the engraving shop that was 
located in one of the rooms of the old Deseret Store House.'^'* 

Continuances were frequently granted at various intervals of the 
trial in order to remedy defects in the pleadings and to obtain new wit-

nesses. The case was bitterly contested for about one week between 
attorneys Stout, Fergusen, Mills, and Miner for the plaintiff, and McCor- 
mick and Wolfe as attorneys for the defendant. Finally, on September 8, 
the trial was terminated, and after the jury had deliberated, a verdict 
was returned in favor of the plaintiff. A judgment was later rendered 
accordingly for $2,455.91. The defendant immediately filed notice of his 
intention to appeal the case, but the case was never actually appealed 
because the judgment was later satisfied.^^ 

It is interesting to note that the principal case was tried before one 
of the federal judges who had returned to the Valley with Johnson’s 
Army, after they had been once driven out. Prior to the arrival of the 
federal judges, cases were tried by Mormon Bishops in their respective 
districts who decided cases based entirely on the principles of equity. 

THE $5 GOLD PIECE OF 1860 

Within a little over a decade, the Mormons had made such an improve- 
ment in their monetary system that President Young thought this would be a 
good time in which to replace the earlier coins with a more elaborate design 
and to rectify the mistakes they had made in failing to refine and assay the 
gold dust. 

In pursuit of this idea, Brigham Young requested J. M. Barlow, a pioneer 
jeweler, to prepare $5 gold pieces of a different type and design.46 A mint was 
temporarily set up in Barlow’s jewelry shop, which was more adequately 
equipped for the job than was the blacksmith shop where Alfred Lambson 
made his dies. Barlow solicited the aid of Douglas Brown in preparing the dies 
— it was later said that his work greatly exceeded that of Alfred Lambson, and 
the federal mint.47 

“The coins of 1860 were of a different design. They were stamped on the 
obverse side with a beehive, above which was the American eagle with out- 
stretched wings. At the base of the coin was the number designating the value 
thereof. Upon the reverse side was a lion in a crouching position, with the 
date at the bottom, surrounded with the words ‘Holiness to the Lord’ in 
characters of the Deseret Alphabet.”48

Six gold coins, the $2^/4, the three varieties of the $5, the $10, and the $20 
gold pieces were thought to have completed the set of Mormon coins minted 
in the Valley, but further research has definitely added another variety. 

A $5 gold piece also dated 1860, designed by J. M. Barlow was discovered in 
1909. The more common variety has a crouched lion on a plain background; 
the less common type has mountains engraved behind the crouched lion. The 
mountains mark the only distinction between the two coins.

It is not known how the design for the above $5 gold piece came about, but 
it is quite possible that J. M. Barlow got the idea from the crouched lion that 
is perched on top of the “Lion House.” The “Lion House” is a small building 
located on South Temple Street in Salt Lake City which is used for social 
purposes. 

Unfortunately there are no records of the coinage between 1849 and 1860 
— what has become of them is unknown. There is, however, a comparatively 
complete record in connection with the $5 gold piece that was designed by 
Barlow. Col. Joseph M. Lock says, “that from February 28, 1861 to March 9, 
1861, Barlow coined from said dies 472 five dollar pieces = $2,360 weighing 113 
oz. 16 pen. 3 grs., or for each piece 4 pen. 19 43/59 grs.” These coins have 
always borne the reputation of being of full weight and fineness.49 

The majority of the gold coins that had been minted by the Mormons were 
later redeemed by the United States Government and melted into gold bullion, 
in return, the Mormons received coins made by the federal government.so 


Deseret University Bank Notes 

During the 1860’s, when the early Deseret University was in operation, 
commercial transactions were made within the school and as a result it was 
necessary for the University to issue notes so as to simplify such transactions.

The stock purchased was mainly school furnishings. Deseret University notes 
were used as a circulating medium within the school, but it is not known 
whether these notes circulated outside the school. 

There has been considerable conjecture as to the different denominations 
issued by the University, but there is conclusive evidence that there were two 
varieties of the $1 note, a $2 note, and a $5 note. 

All notes were worded the same, with the exception of the date and the 
amount the notes were payable; other differences between these notes includes 
the printing and illustrations. The first variety of the $1 note had a simple 
illustration and plain block lettering, while the second variety had a more 
elaborate illustration and printing. The illustration on the first variety is that 
of a large American Eagle appearing on the extreme left end of the note. 

Obverse side reads: Deseret University Bank, Salt Lake City. Decem- 
ber , 186 Pay to the bearer one dollar on receipt of current funds. 

The note is signed by S. H. Seaver, cashier, and David O. Calder, president. 
There are two beehives set in a grove in the lower left hand corner, and a 
bundle of wheat in the lower right hand corner. Notes issued by the University 
were all uniface. 

The $2 note reads: Deseret University Bank, Salt Lake City. , 

186 . Pay to the bearer two dollars on receipt of current funds. ^ 

cashier. president. The date and the names of the cashier and 

president were not filled in. On the right end of the note^ there is an illustra- 
tion of a small safe or chest, and a dog standing beside it keeping guard. In 
the lower left hand corner there is a train rounding the side of a mountain 
and at the same time passing under a bridge. 

The $5 note reads: Deseret University Bank, Salt Lake City. December 
8th., 186 Pay to the bearer five dollars on receipt of current funds. 

' cashier. - president. It appears that the year, and 

the signatures of the cashier and president have faded on this note. On the 
right side of the note there is an illustration of an American Eagle standing on 
a shield and clutching an olive branch and arrows in its claws. In the lower left 
hand corner there is a train of that era crossing a bridge which spans a deep 
ravine. In addition to this, there is a small group of cattle grazing along the 
left slope of the mountain.si 

All of the above notes were printed by J. O. Seymour, Kennard and Hay, 
9 and 11 Naussau St., N. Y.

HAROLD M. BUDD, A.N.A. No. 10,273 


On August 8th the numismatic world lost another stellar personality when 
Harold M. Budd of Los Angeles met a tragic death at Carson City, Nevada. By 
strange coincidence, the coins which were minted in this same city were the 
first to attract him to the avocation of numismatics. Just two months previous 
he had completed his lifelong desire of possessing a specimen of each and every 
silver coin minted at Carson City when he purchased an 1876 CC twenty cent 
piece at the famous Menjou sale in Beverly Hills. 

Harold was born in Meriden, Conn., October 17, 1886. He attended Yale 
University, and for the past thirty-one years had been in the wholesale textiles 
business. He leaves a wife, Dorothy, a daughter and two sons. His friends 
knew him as ''the finest little guy who ever lived." Although he had not been 
in good health for the past fifteen months, he was never too ill or too tired to 
discuss his favorite topic "Coins of the Carson City Mint," a subject he ofttime 
lectured on and wrote about. His death occurred as a climax to a rather unique 
happening occurring while he was en route to the Nevada city to deliver a 
plaque of First Issue CC coins to the museum there. 

Near the little town of Bridgeport, Calif., he and a neighbor rounded a 
curve of the mountainous highway and found another car had overturned 
several times and a man obviously fatally injured lying on the pavement. When 
they stopped to offer assistance, a bandit stepped from concealment, took their 
car at gun point and left them stranded with the dying man. It was later dis- 
covered that the wrecked car had been stolen, and the fatally injured man a 
hitchhiker. The excitement was so intense that it was not until Budd was 
making a report to the sheriff that he remembered his treasured collection was 
in a back compartment of the car. It was the worrying over the possible loss 
of his lifetime work that brought about coronary thrombosis and caused his 
death a few days later. However, his car with all the coins intact, was recov- 
ered in Sonora, California, the day after the road incident. 

Mrs. Budd, a numismatist herself, now has the famous collection in a safe 
place, and plans on carrying out his wishes of loaning it to the Carson City 
Museum for a semi-permanent display. Some months ago, it was this writers' 
pleasure of viewing a part of his collection which is truly a collector’s dream. 
Most of the specimens are not only brilliant uncirculated but have a semi-proof 
surface. He recently said that he had never sold a coin once purchased. His 
many friends will regret the absence of the greatest specialist on CC coins 


ever to have lived.

American Numismatic Society, New York, 1950. 8vo, 591 pp., xv pi. 

This is Monograph Number 1 of the proposed Hispanic Numismatic Series, 
to be issued jointly by the Hispanic Society of America, and the American 
Numismatic Society, subsequent to the recent transfer of the HSA collection 
of Spanish coins, formed by Archer M. Huntington with such enthusiasm, to 
the care of the ANS. Reviewers are supposed to be rather gloomy fellows, 
looking for things to criticise, but it is hard for the present reviewer to restrain 
his enthusiasm when he is confronted with an absolutely first-rate book, which 
is an example of advanced and devoted scholarship, addressed indeed chiefly to 
advanced students, but with some useful helps to the non-specialist who may 
wish to consult the work. The coinage dealt with is that of the second dynasty 
of the caliphs, the first to coin, first under governors and later under the caliphs 
themselves in Spain. It should be remembered that when the Abbasids drove 
the Omayyads (the popular spelling is closer to the usual pronunciation in 
English) from the East, the older dynasty set up its own rule in Spain. 

Dr. Miles gives us no mere catalogue of the collections of the ANS and 
HSA, but a corpus of Omayyad coinage in Spain from about 716 to 1030 A.D., 
classed under 369 main types, and with numberless list of sub-types, to describe 
all reliably published major varieties in gold, silver, and copper. Great atten- 
tion is paid to the ornaments used to differentiate issues, and there is an elab- 
orate discussion of subordinate names appearing on the coins, although a good 
many of these minor persons seem to be mint-officials and even perhaps die 
sinkers, not otherwise known to history. 

Complaints I have few, but I rather wish we had been given somewhere in 
the work a list of Cufic forms, accompanied not merely by transliteration into 
modern .^rabic forms, but also into conventional Hebrew letters and English 
equivalents. And, although we have a discussion of some strange coins (No. 
359) of the German Emperor Henry II’s foreign imitations in silver of a late 
Omayyad coin — pieces with a cross and HEINRICUS on one side and an 
Arabic inscription of Hisham II on the reverse, I find no reference to the gold 
dinar, imitated from an early Omayyad issue, apparently in England, with 
the added inscription in Roman letters, OFFA REX. The one known speci- 
men, at one time doubted but now completely accepted, is not in the British 
Museum, and is surely the most unusual English coin struck by the great king 
of Mercia. 

To come from great things to small, at page 96, Dr. Miles discusses a most 
puzzling feature of the late Omayyad coinage, rejects all proffered solutions, 
and seems to ask for suggestions. Certain silver coins of the later Omayyads 
are found with two holes pierced through them in many instances. The pres- 
ence of such things in hoard material and the high number of doubly pierced 
specimens makes it pretty clear the phenomenon is ancient. The piercing is 
done in such fashion that no silver is lost. Scholars have considered use as 
ornament, tests of money changers, and invalidation, to all of which there are 
the gravest objections. What I suggest is that the holes are a form of valida- 
tion, for reasons now unknown. In defense of this I cite the coinage of Henry I 
of England. A good many of his pennies have a cracked edge. The usual 
explanation is that people refused to take coins with broken edges, so the 
order was given to crack most of them when issued. In modern times, muti- 
lation of coins to validate them in small insular communities, chiefly in the 
West Indies, is common. Along these lines I think the explanation of the multi- 
ple piercing of Omayyad silver should be sought. — T. O. MABBOTT, Hunter 
College, N. Y. C. 

THE ALEXANDER COINAGE OF SICYON. Arranged from the notes of 
Edward T. Newell, with comments and additions by Sydney P. Noe. Numis- 
matic Studies No. 6, American Numismatic Society, New York, 1950. 41 pp., 
4 to., XVIII pi., $3.50. 
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The coinage of Alexander the Great of Macedon is familiar to every col- 
lector, if he takes any interest at all in general numismatics. How many col- 
lections there are which boast just a few ancient Greek coins. Usually one 
coin, almost certainly a tetradrachm, of Alexander, will be present. The types 
are a head of Hercules in a lion skin headdress, and on the reverse is a seated 
Jupiter, holding an eagle. Of course nowadays we say Zeus and Heracles, and 
are very careful to avoid the old-fashioned notion that the head is a portrait of 
the monarch himself. The reviewer loves scientific accuracy, but the head does 
look like the portrait statues of Alexander, the ruler thought he was a son of 
Zeus, like Heracles, and on coins of Egypt under the Romans in the time of 
Antoninus Pius, Herakles is substituted for one of the Dioscuri (twin sons of 
Zeus); and he does believe the portrait was intended and understood by the 
ancients. Be this as it may, collectors like the coins of Alexander III of Mace- 
don. But most of us study them very little, for if we begin to look into the 
subject of classification, we are amazed at the complexity of the coinage. It 
was indeed begun under Alexander, but continued for more than a century 
after his death, at dozens of mints, some easily identified but others distin- 
guished only by obscure and puzzling symbols. We now know that Alexander 
coins were often made at the same mint contemporaneously with issues of local 
or regal types, and we also know that many, perhaps most of the symbols are 
not primarily badges of cities. Ludwig Mueller, in 1859, supposing the symbols 
were local symbols (“parasema”), classified the coinage cheerfully. Often 
indeed this great numismatist guessed right, and has been confirmed by later 
investigation. But often he was terribly misled, and since his day, a great many 
new varieties have turned up. The discreet R. S. Poole, who thought up the 
British Museum Catalogues, is probably to be credited with the decision of the 
Museum authorities to postpone until a very late date the catalogue of the 
“Alexander type” coins in London. Most collectors felt the same way, and 
either followed Mueller with mental reservations, or just classified their coins 
under Alexander III for many years. 

Not so Newell, for as a very young man he obtained a huge number of 
specimens of the coinage from a hoard, and for many years devoted himself 
to acquiring every possible variety of original specimen, and casts of the speci- 
mens already in the larger public and even private collections. Always, despite 
the extreme wideness of his interest in every kind of ancient coin, the Alexan- 
der series was, if not his specialty, at least his favorite. His collection was cer- 
tainly the most important ever formed, and his noble bequest to the American 
Numismatic Society makes its museum the best place in the world for the study 
of this huge series. Newell had literally thousands of specimens. He was able 
to notice identical dies which (usually by like obverses, but rarely by like 
reverses) connected long series, and for many years planned a complete sur- 
vey of the field, which he himself considered “the Herculean task.” Unfor- 
tunately, Newell passed on before getting his work beyond the shape of notes. 
These seem to have been sometimes very brief. But enough remains to enable 
scholars to put the material in shape for publication, and the American Numis- 
matic Society is planning ultimate complete publication. The present volume 
is the first of a series planned. It has been put in shape and annotated by 
Mr. Noe, who was long associated with Newell, and if later volumes may have 
great interest, this first contribution is a milestone in numismatic study, 
although highly technical. 

The material from Sicyon, a leading mint in Greece proper, has been 
chosen, because the collection is rich in specimens, and the problems are not 
of the worst kind. On the whole, Mr. Noe has done a first-rate job; the notes 
are all his work, and it is hard to find fault with them or anything else in the 
volume. However, the reviewer thinks perhaps a little more reverence has 
been shown for Newell’s incompleted work than he might have wished himself. 
Surely Newell would have put in a description in his catalogue itself, of the 
unique drachm at Athens, and given it a number. One also wishes that Mr. 
Noe had told us his opinion about the pieces shown with letters only on Plate 
XIII, and Nos. 64-66, plainly. He seems to hint the attribution to the mint of 
Sicyon may not be firm. — T. O. MABBOTT. 


The earliest known numismatic literature, a treatise on Roman numis- 
matics, was written about 500 years ago. 
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UNITED STATES EARLY SILVER DOLLARS — M. H. Bolender. 

Recently, I had the pleasure of attributing a number of early dollars with 
the aid of M. H. Bolender’s recently published work on the subject, “The 
United States Early Silver Dollars from 1794 to 1803.” 

At first glance, the book follows the general appearance of several of the 
famous works on large cents by George H. Clapp and H. R. Newcomb. It is 
large in size, approximately 9 x 12 inches, and is bound in a grained blue cloth. 
The general typographical appearance is excellent and the paper is of the 
highest quality. The binding, which like the presswork was handled by a large 
mid-western house, is particularly fine and should stand up under many years 
of service. 

Mr. Bolender followed the John W. Haseltine arrangement in describing 
the various varieties, in that he used Haseltine’s numbers in forming a basis 
for his own. This is clearly understandable, when one considers the arduous 
labor put forth by Captain Haseltine in his famous “Haseltine Type Table 
Catalog.” The “Type Table” consisted of an Auction Sale catalog, listing, in 
considerable detail, Haseltine’s collection of Dollars, 1795 to 1803. The collection 
was sold on November 28, 29 and 30, 1881. 

Haseltine’s list, while quite complete, and generally systematic, was no 
doubt composed with all of the coins available for careful comparison. While 
comparatively satisfactory for a patient man with a large number of coins to 
catalog, Haseltine often proved extremely difficult for one man with but two 
or three specimens to attribute. 

Bolender, in using the Haseltine numbers as a basis, has attempted to make 
the attribution of a solitary piece, something less than an afternoon’s labor. 
He has described the various varieties in great detail and has been careful to 
note prominent characteristics common to specific dies. This is quite a help to 
the man in a hurry. 

Also, the addition of “Quick Finding Lists” and other tables, particularly 
for the years 1798, 1799 and 1800, make the use of this book as simple as is 
humanly possible when a complex series has to be contended with. 

Probably the most important single contribution that this fine study makes 
to American numismatics, is the addition of rarity ratings to each major die 
variety. Such comparisons of scarcity, when highly accurate, increase the value 
of a standard text a hundred fold. Mr. Bolender’s rarity ratings may be con- 
sidered accurate when one remembers that they are the result of handling 
thousands of coins over a period of nearly forty years. 

Mr. “B” has carefully corrected the few errors that Haseltine made, and 
in addition, has added varieties since discovered. Mr. Bolender has also listed 
die cracks and minor variations as sub-varieties by the use of letters added to 
his numbers. 

The plates are similar to those found in the extremely high quality publi- 
cations of the American Numismatic Society. In fact, they were made from 
photos taken by the Society, and reproduced by the same facilities available 
to the A.N.S. 

Personally, I prefer actual photographic prints to any reproduced by 
mechanical or other methods. However, the cost of such prints in a published 
work today, is so excessive as to be almost prohibitive. The plates in “Early 
Silver Dollars” are the finest obtainable without the actual use of photographic 
contact prints. No one, outside of a crank or two, like myself, would even 
notice the difference. 

At a time, when more and more collectors are beginning to appreciate the 
inexhaustible value of a complete library, M. H. Bolender’s work will do much 
to increase the pleasure of the Dollar specialist, as well as to satisfy the cries 
of those who desire a superlative reference for each U. S. series. 

* * * 
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The demand for “Granddaddy Dollars” has multiplied immeasurably since 
the publication of the Bolender book. Dealer’s stocks, while long in short 
supply, can be considered almost exhausted. The specialist, who carefully hunts 
down die varieties, is already keenly active. In New York, one rare die of 
1795, a rarity seven item, in Fine condition or thereabouts, has already changed 
hands at a price approaching the three figure mark. 

Many dealers and collectors were surprised at the high values given the 
various varieties in a supplementary “Valuation List” included with each book. 
While the increase in current prices, as given at the time of the book’s publi- 
cation, is no doubt highly justified, one must remember that they are based 
upon the author’s concepts of condition. 

Collectors and particularly Dealers, must remember that the valuations 
given by Mr. Bolender must follow his idea of the condition listed above each 
price. M. H. Bolender’s ideas of condition classification are apt to clash with 
many popular standards of condition. 

On the other hand, in spite of the conservative aspect of Mr. “B’s” grading, 
the various Standard Catalogs should refiect an increase in the values given for 
the scarcer major types of early dollars.

Brilliant vs. *Toned^ Proofs 
In the June, 1950, number of The 
Numismatist, a member asked ques- 
tions about the protection of mint and 
proof coins. While it is possible to 
store away proof coins so that they 


will remain in absolutely mint condi- 
tion, that procedure would never be 
very popular with real collectors who 
occasionally like to see what they 
have in their cabinets. 

Sulphur never worried me because 
unlike many collectors, I much prefer 
a mint coin that has been toned to 
a beautiful and sometimes attractively 
iridescent silver gray. To me, such a 
coin has a “class” that is much more 
enjoyable and less hard on the eyes 
than a glaringly brilliant mirror-like 
mint or proof coin. The great diffi- 
culty, however, is to have the “tone” 
uniform and not disfigured by spots of 
black or of brilliancy. 

One of the most beautiful crown 
pieces is a Victoria Gothic 5 shillings 
coin that is free from all scratches but 
which has been toned down to a beau- 
tiful soft velvet-like silver-gray tone. 
Other attractive crown pieces are the 
Edward VII 5 shilling proof and the 
Wilhelmina 1897 proof 2 gulden both 
in “mate” silver that also acquires 
with time a beautiful gray tone. 

Perhaps it would be interesting to 
experiment on how one can “tone” a 
mint or a proof coin uniformly so that 
there are no disfiguring areas on 
either surface. Possibly a well-toned 
specimen of a proof coin is consid- 
erably more rare than a perfect bril- 
liant specimen. Like all patinas, 
whether scientific or social, that re- 
quire . the touch of age or time, the 
silver-gray tone on a perfect minted 
coin is to me the hallmark of mel- 
lowed age, class, charm, and distinc- 
tion. 

In my collection is a large bronze 
medallion designed by a famous Lithu- 
anian artist. Before the war, it was 
plated with a thin coating of brilliant 
gold. When I rescued it after the fire, 
it was coated with a beautiful dark 
Vermillion red patina evenly dis- 
tributed all over both surfaces. After 
passing through a very fiery furnace 
which should have disfigured it, its 
appearance is considerably more at- 
tractive and more enjoyable than 
when I first received it years ago. It 
has its own newly acquired charm 
and distinction. In other words, it is 
an example of a coin that could defy 
inexorable fate. With each added 
coating of patina deposited by the 
hand of time, the coin acquires addi- 
tional resistance to disfiguring corro- 
sion and hair-marks.
